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constructive thinking and sincerity of purpose in pur- 
suing an ideal left a strong impression. His advice on 
matters of organisation and legislation was sought and 
accepted by responsible leaders in high positions. 

Mac brought to every task he undertook vision, enthu- 
siasm and single-mindedness and a capacity for sustained 
effort which were unique. These qualities he applied 
to the greatest attainment of his life—the formation 
and development of the Guild. 

This remarkable organisation will ever stand as a 
monument to his work. In its conception his rare gift 
of planning for the future was exemplified, its structure 
enshrines his power of creative genius; itr development 
and firm establishment reflect his industry and tenacity 
of purpose and his ability to inspire men with like 
thought and ideals. 

Mac lived to see the fruition of his works and to 
receive recognition of his services to pharmacy and to 
the community. He was honoured by the Queen with 
the award of the O.B.E. His wonderful contribution to 
the profession was recognised and publicly acknowledged 
by all of the organisations he served; but his richest 
reward he found in the enjoyment of his friendship 
with pharmacists, officials and others throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

Mac was never physically robust, but he possessed 
a mental ability which lifted him high above the ruck. 
To the very end his thoughts and conversation were 
concentrated on pharmaceutical problems, in which his 
interest never flagged. 

To have known him was a privilege; to have worked 
with him an inspiration, and to have enjoyed his friend- 
ship a rich and rewarding experience. 

Mr. John Gould, of Hobart, a colleague and contem- 
porary of Mac, in the following tribute voices the 
thoughts and feelings of a vast number of Mac’s former 
friends and associates: 

So “Mac” has gone. A. W. McGibbony’s name will 
no longer appear in attendance reports, meetings of 
Guild Board and Society, in all of which he has played 
so great a part for so many years. The Guild was his 
“brain child,” and he gave to it all that he had of time, 
of vision, of planning, of enthusiasm, and he has lived 
to see the child develop into a sturdy man—a name in 
pharmacy that means co-operation and a united voice. 
If future generations of Guild members are true to their 
fellows and willing to take up the torch that Mac lit 
and carry it on with pride in their craft, the Guild will 
be a worthwhile thing to remember him by. 

As I think of him tonight I recall the words written 
in stone of Wren, the great architect, in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral in London, “Si monumentum requiris circum- 
spice”—“If you ask for his memorial, look about you.” 
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Woods Travelling Scholar Gains D.Ph. 


Mr. W. J. O’Reilly, writing from the Unites States on 
May 9, reports that his thesis had been approved by 
the university authorities, and that on June 11 the de- 
gree of Doctor of Philosophy would be conferred upon 
him. 

This completes the project undertaken by Mr. 
O’Reilly for the H. W. Woods Travelling Scholarship 
which he holds. 

His work in the U.S. having been completed, he pro- 
poses going to Europe in July and returning to Sydney 
in January, 1961, where he hopes to take up duties 
again in the University of Sydney Pharmacy Depart- 
ment. 


Unqualified Assistants 


In Australia pharmaceutical organisations have set 
their faces against unqualified persons taking part in 
actual dispensing procedures. One of the reasons for 
this is to guard against establishing a pool of unquali- 
fied labour which might ultimately seek registration 
status. 

In the United Kingdom the question of recognising 
technicians or assistants to pharmacists has been dis- 
cussed on a number of occasions. In a recent issue Of 
the “Public Pharmacist” the subject is again under 
review. This journal suggests that the Guild of Public 
Pharmacists has always recognised the need for assis- 
tants in dispensing or pharmaceutical technicians to 
release the pharmacist from the drudgery of time-wast- 
ing and repetitive unskilled work. 

The author of the article sees two categories of as- 
sistant—(1) The men and women specially trained in 
the use of mechanical apparatus, and (2) technicians 
who will be recruited without previous training, but who 
have served a pre-graduate apprenticeship without com- 
plete qualification and pharmacists from other coun- 
tries whose qualifications are not recognised in Great 
Britain. 


Membership of Friendly Societies 


“The Medical Journal of Australia” for February 13, 
1960, published an interesting article dealing with mem- 
bership of Friendly Societies. Informative data con- 


cerning the formation and strength of the societies was 
included. Reference is made to the fact that until 
about a decade ago many general practitioners carried 
on much of their practice in continuous relationship 
with the Friendly Societies, and consequently would be 
interested in a review of the trends of Friendly Society 
membership in New South Wales by the State Govern- 
ment Actuary, Mr. J. H. E. Hancock. The main reason 
most members joined Friendly Societies, it is pointed 
out, is that the societies provided a means of defraying 
costs of medical attention and medicine. Few were 
interested in attending lodge meetings and functions. 

The numerical strength of the societies increased 
steadily until 1930. Then the economic depression hit 
and there was an alarming fall in membership between 
1930 and 1935. From then on the situation improved. 

On June 30, 1958, membership in New South Wales 
for sickness and funeral benefits was about 147,000 as 
opposed to a peak membership of over 250,000 in 1930. 

According to Mr. Hancock, the rate of admission for 
these benefits is currently at its lowest since the move- 
ment began in Australia. 

The introduction of social legislation and the rise of 
a variety of organisations providing social or club 
aetivities are given as an important factor in these 
trends. 

Mr. Hancock suggested various ways in which the 
Societies might be revived in relation to their sickness 
and funeral benefits, and expressed the view that there 
are still avenues open into which friendly society move- 
ment might be channelled. 


Retail Pharmacists as Examiners 


An interesting note appears in “The Chemist and 
Druggist” for March 5, 1960, in the regular feature 
column of that Journal, “Topical Reflections.” The 
author of the column comments regularly on current 
items of general pharmaceutical interest. Professor 
Dunlop, in his capacity of Privy Council visitor to the 
examinations of the Pharmaceutical Society of Scot- 
land, reported: “It is gratifying to note that retail phar- 
macists are well represented on the Scottish Board of 
Examiners.” The author of the column states that the 
Professor's gratification will be shared by many. He 
continues: “While it is understandable and indeed in- 
evitable that some subjects demand specialist examiners 
who are not to be found in retail pharmacy, the subjects 
of Pharmaceutics and Forensic Pharmacy equally de- 
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mand a specialist whose daily practice keeps him 
abreast of current thought in medicine.” 

It would, in the opinion of many, be a sad day if the 
ranks of retail pharmacy could not provide at least a 
nucleus of well-qualified people of the standard re- 
quired for the Board of Examiners for practical pharma- 
ceutics. Practical pharmaceutics, he states, must retain 
some semblance of reality as distinct from theory. He 
concludes: Only one with his finger on the pulse of day- 
to-day pharmacy in retail can appreciate the variety 
of operations still called for. 


The Museum of Applied Science Wants 
Samples of a Chemotherapeutic 
rugs 


The Museum of Applied Science of Victoria has now 
on display a comprehensive display on penicillin. It 
includes an historic sample of one of the earliest lots 
of crude penicillin made by the Oxford research group 
as well as a good deal on modern development. 

It is now proposed to set up a similar display on 

chemotherapeutic drugs other than antibiotics, but we 
are having some difficulty in obtaining samples of early 
“milestone” drugs such as Prontosil Rubrum. 
“ Journal readers could help the Museum by checking 
on remnant or other stocks of these obsolescent and 
obsolete drugs and sending samples of any that look 
interesting to the Assistant Director (Mr. R. H. Fowler), 
Museum of Applied Science of Victoria, Swanston Street, 
Melbourne. 


Hormone Creams and Royal Jelly 


“The Chemist and Druggist” reports that tests by 
Consumers’ Association Ltd. are claimed to have shown 
that a hormone cream does not have any rapid and 
marked improvement on the skin. It adds that the 
results of the tests are given in a recent issue of 
“Which?”, monthly official journal of the Association. 


The Association claimed that its tests showed that 
the hormone cream tested did not have any rapid and 
marked improvement on the skin, nor was there any 
conclusive published evidence that oestrogenic hormone 
creams in the quantities and concentrations normally 
used are any better than ordinary face creams. 


On the questions of anti-perspirants and deodorants, 
“Which?” comments that on the whole they did the 
job they were claimed to do and were not excessively 
priced. 

Dealing with tests on royal jelly preparations, the 
conclusions drawn were “that there was no evidence, 
either theoretical or from published practical tests, that 
any existing preparation of royal jelly produces any 
effect other than could be easily achieved with any other 
expensive material which the customer believed would 
do him g6od.” The article dealing with the subject 
concluded: “In our opinion, royal jelly can be added 


to the long list of magic substances which, since the 
beginning of history, human beings have persuaded 
themselves will make them younger and more 
beautiful.” 


Parathion Poisoning 


An article on “Parathion Poisoning from Contami- 
nated Barley” appears in “The Lancet,” March 5, 1960, 
following the poisoning of 53 people by Parathion in 
contaminated barley, in Singapore in September, 1959. 
Thirty-five children and 3 adults were affected, and 9 
children died. The article deals with clinical features, 
management, progress, post mortem findings, etc. 

We quote the following summary from the article: 

“The symptoms varied from abdominal discomfort, 
nausea and malaise to vomiting, pallor and collapse, the 
patient often passing rapidly into coma with excessive 
salivation, dyspnoea, increased secretions in the lungs, 
and muscle twitching. The pupils were at first dilated 
and later constricted. 

Only atropine was available as an antidote. It was 
given in large doses and repeated as required. In most 
cases there was considerable improvement within one 
hour; the bronchial secretions and dyspnoea subsided 
and consciousness was regained. Supportive treatment 
included stomach washout, oxygen therapy, aspiration 
of bronchial secretions and in one case intubation with 
positive-pressure respiration. Broad-spectrum anti- 
biotics were given to prevent bronchopneumonia. 

To prevent further persons from ingesting the con- 
taminated barley, warnings were given through loud- 
speaker vans and over the radio, with immediate suc- 
cess. Contamination of the loose barley with parathion 
was confined to one particular consignment of 200 bags 
imported from one ship; and one bag from one shop 
was responsible for seven of the nine deaths. Con- 
tamination of the barley after it left the importer’s ware- 
house, and contamination in the country of source, were 
excluded. The affected consignment of barley and an- 
other suspect, consignment were traced throughout 
Singapore, Malaya and Borneo and were destroyed.” 


Early Qualification in Tasmania 


On page 334 of the April issue of the Journal a state- 
ment appeared to the effect that prior to 1877 no phar- 
macy course existed in Australia, nor was registration 
of pharmaceutical chemists required. 

We are indebted to Mr. F. T. Holmes, of Launceston, 
for drawing attention to the inaccuracy of this state- 
ment. Mr. Holmes has pointed out that commencing 
in 1843 in Tasmania, it has been required that before 
any person could practise as a chemist and druggist he 
was required to pass an examination prescribed by the 
Court of Medical Examiners. The first man to pass that 
examination was Landon Fairthorne in 1843. Mr. 
Holmes’ father passed it in 1879 or 1880. It is Mr. 
Holmes’ belief that Tasmania was the first country in 
the British Empire to enact legislation of that nature. 
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MODERN EYE DROPS

With the publication of the Eighth Edition (1955) of 
the Australian Pharmaceutical Formulary, an attempt 
was made to bring the formulation of eyedrops into line 
with contemporary medical and pharmaceutical thought. 
The eye drop section contained not only separate for- 
mulae but also a preamble in which “General Instruc- 
tions for the Preparation of Eye Drops” and “Ophthal- 
mic Vehicles” were discussed. In a previously published 
article the underlying principles were described. 

Since the 1955 A.P.F. further advances have occurred, 
and these affect especially the containers. 

Containers for Eye Drops 

The 1955 A.P.F. specified that eye drops had to be 
dispensed in dropper bottles. At that time practically 
the only eye drop bottles available were the glass 
bottles which had an eye dropper combined with the 
stopper, the eye dropper being replaced in the bottle 
after use. As the dropper had been treated with the 
bottle during preparation, this ensured that the dropper 
was aseptic when first used, and that it was stored in 
the eye drops containing preservative rather than left 
on household furniture or in a carton exposed to the 
fluff of a handbag or ket. The big oy 
was that if the dropper ame contaminated by hand- 
ling, touching eyelids or any other manner, the con- 
taminated eye dropper was returned to the eye drops. 
The preservative in the eye drops was insufficient to kill 
all germs, and some eye drops could become infected. 
The serious results of contaminated eye drops were 
described in the previously published paper. 

The introduction of plastic eye drop containers was 
a big advance in the supply of eye drops. Such plastic 
containers are now more readily available, and should 
supplant eye drop bottles. As nothing has to be intro- 
duced into the eye drops, the risk of contamination is 
greatly reduced. The stopper-cap should screw on to 
act as a protective seal to the eye drop tip and permit 
the eye drops to be carried about, so that frequent use 
may be permitted when necessary. The container 
should be of such a shape that if it is placed on its side 
on a table the tip will be well clear of any contact with 
the table surface. 

At present, sterile plastic containers for the extempo- 
raneous preparation of eye drops appear to be unavail- 
able, but manufacturers should be repeatedly requested 
to provide such necessities. Likewise, drug firms mar- 
keting eye drops in bottles with droppers returnable to 


the contents should be advised that their packages are 
out of date and dangerous. . 

In the U.S.A. a wide range of eye drops is available 
from ethical firms, the package providing only a few 
drops in each individual tiny plastic container. These 

cks are used only once, and are especially valuable 
or emergency treatments, for instillation after surgery 
or use by medical personnel where the risk of trans- 
ference of infection from one person to another may be 
very significant if different people are treated from the 
one container. It is time that such packs were avail- 
able in Australia. 


Ophthalmic Vehicles 

A useful range of ophthalmic vehicles was described 
in the 1955 A.P.F. No preservative can be used in 
sufficient quantity to kill all the contaminants that may 
be introduced and leave eye drops sufficiently non- 
irritant. Therefore a compromise has to be determined. 
Further, most antiseptics will cause sensitivity reactions 
in some people, and this part of the vehicle may need 
changing from time to time when a patient is using eye 
drops for a long period. The antiseptics listed are far 
from ideal, and a search continues for more effective, 
non-irritating, non-sensitising substances. manu- 
facturers use many different preservatives, but it is 
difficult to determine their effectiveness. 

Thickened aqueous ophthalmic vehicles will find in- 
creasing use. The increased viscosity makes a more 
desirable eye drop. The drop forms more slowly and 
diminishes waste due to squirting excess drops into the 
eye, and the thickened vehicle is retained longer in the 
conjunctival sac, showing less tendency to be blinked 
out. The medicament is retained longer and its action 
is more effective. 

The thickening of eye drops presents some problems 
for the pharmacist for the extemporaneous preparation 
of thickened eye drops, but such problems will need 
to be overcome. 


Pharmaceutical Benefits 


With the publication cf the recent Prescribers’ List 
of the Pharmaceutical Benefits, the Department of Health 
of the Commonwealth of Australia has taken some 
serious retrograde steps against medical and pharma- 
ceutical progress. The listed eye drops are costed so 
that only wide-mouthed bottles without eye droppers 
may be supplied. Unfortunately, if dropper bottles are 
not issued many people will use droppers that have 
served previously for other eye drops, for administering 
ear drops or other medicines, or even those used by 
other members in the family or factory. The dangers 
of contamination by the use of unclean eye droppers is 
a serious risk that is not in keeping with the small

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additional cost. A governmental health Sopestment 
should not force a practice that can have such serious 
consequences as loss of an eye or reduction of vision. 

The eye drops of pilocarpine contain no buffer, and 
with an active alkaloidal medicament in low concen- 
tration the therapeutic effect is subject to reduction. 

The Australian public would be better served by the 
availability of an extensive range of elegantly prepared 
and properly presented eye drops, marketed in an ethical 
manner by reputable drug firms. Such ranges, including 

ractically all the eye drops used, are available in the 
USA. These preparations have to conform to rigid 
Food and Drug Regulations. 

Drug manufacturers can provide a standard product 
embodying modern medical and pharmaceutical require- 
ments with a uniformity and at a price that usually 
cannot be approached by extemporaneous preparations 
in different pharmacies. 

The Health Department should permit latitude in 
presentation by not specifying the ophthalmic vehicles 
in detail in the Prescribers’ List, but should use the term 
“Aqueous Ophthalmic Vehicle” for the aqueous eye 
drops. This would permit minor variations that are de- 
sirable according to climate, development of sensitivity, 
or the development of more effective preservatives. In 
prescriptions to be repeated a pharmacist could, where 


| -necessary, endorse the prescription with a product sup- 


plied or a vehicle used according to accepted pharma- 
ceutical practice. Proprietary preparations containing 
different preservatives or thickening agents should be 
permitted if the particular preparation is acceptable by 
quality and cost. 

As with many other ethical preparations, accepted 
eye drops should be able to be prescribed by name. In 
this manner drug firms would be encouraged to develop 
ranges of eye drops which the public could receive in 
their best form. 
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THE PROBLEM OF PROPRIETARIES: EXPERIENCE 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Dr. H. Davis, Chief Pharmacist, Ministry of Health 
(England), spoke recently on “The Problem of Medical 
Specialties in the National Health Service.” Dr. Davis 
commenced by reminding his audience that the problem 
was not confined to Britain. The constantly ae 
cost of medical treatment might become a world healt 
— and a subject for the consideration of the World 

ealth Organisation. In 1950, 18 per cent. of National 
Health Service poeaeeene had been for proprietaries; 
by 1958 the figure had risen to 50 per cent. or over 70 
per cent. by value of ingredients, and the figure was still 
rising. The British Pharmacopoeia 1958 had 826 mono- 
graphs, 160 of which were for new substances and pre- 
parations; of these 147 were thought to be available 
only as proprietaries, i.e, approximately 90 per cent. 
The speaker thought that the increase in the number 
of proprietaries was mainly the result of developments 
in organic chemistry, biochemistry, pharmacology, bac- 
teriology, etc., with a shift of the productive research 
from the universities and medical schools to the well- 
equipped expensive laboratories of the manufacturers. 
It had been said that of 500 to 1000 new substances syn- 
thesised, only one found its way on to the market. It 
had been stated in the Journal of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association in 1959 that each drug repre- 
senting a new advance in medicine that was marketed 
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in the United States cost on the average about 6 million 
dollars for total research and development effort. 

With the increase in the number of proprietaries, the 
siermneets mourned the loss of his traditional skill and 

wledge. The speaker strongly deprecated the action 
of those pharmacists who wrote to the pharmaceutical 
press suggesting that they were fast becoming ordinary 
shopkeepers. Such correspondents apparently had not 
realised that with the disappearance of the need for 
pill-making and plaster-spreading skill, their duty was 
to widen considerably their technical knowledge. It 
should be noted that the new syllabus for the pharma- 
ceutical chemist qualifying examination included for the 
first time the subject of proprietaries. Referring to the 
Cohen Committee, Dr. Davis said that out of 7500 pro- 
ducts classified during eight years by the Committee 
2500 had already gone from the market. Additions an 
deletions were now about equal. 

The problem of dispensing proprietary preparations 
which had been the subject of one of the professio 
sessions at the British Pharmaceutical Conference at 
Llandudno in 1958, was, said Dr. Davis, a subject for 
the two professions concerned and not for a Govern- 
ment department. He wondered whether uniformity 
would ever be achieved. It was sometimes suggested 
that the Ministry of Health should not question the cost 
of drugs, but the Department would be failing in its 
duty to the taxpayer if it did not do so—‘“Pharm. J.,” 
March 19, 1960. 


THE BRITISH PHARMACEUTICAL CODEX, 1959 


New Drugs and Preparations 


By G. R. Boyes, B.Sc., L.M.S.S.A., F.P.S., F.R.LC. 
(From an article in The Pharmaceutical Journal, 
February 13, 1960) 


In the 1959 edition some 70 substances form the basis 
of new general monographs; of these, 20 were included 
in the British Pharmacopoeia 1958, but the other 50 are 
new to official recognition in Great Britain. If to these 
are added the 34 non-pharmacopoeial substances which 
formed the subject of new general monographs in the 
Codex Supplement of 1957, it will be seen that since 
the last edition the Codex has established standard 
specifications for some 84 substances in general use in 
pharmacy and medicine. 

Of the antibiotics, bacitracin and neomycin sulphate, 
which were added to the B.P. 1958, are used in ointments 
or aqueous solutions for the treatment of infections of 
the skin and the eye. Pharmacists will note that baci- 
tracin in solution decomposes at room temperature, but 
neomycin sulphate on the other hand can be stored 
without significant change, other than a darkening in 
colour. Neither bacitracin nor neomycin sulphate is 
absorbed in effective quantities when given by mouth, 
but they are useful for the treatment of intestinal in- 
fections and for reducing the intestinal bacterial flora 


“prior to abdominal surgery. The objection that earlier 


supplies of bacitracin given by intramuscular injection 
contained impurities which had a toxic action on the 
kidneys does not apply to bacitracin of B.P. ity, 
which may be given by intramuscular injection, but an 
increased fluid intake is necessary to guard against the 
nephrotoxic action. It will be noted that neomycin 
sulphate does exert toxic effects on the kidneys and the 
auditory nerve to such an extent that its administration 
by injection is contra-indicated save for the treatment 
of infections by bacteria insensitive to the action of other 
antibiotics or sulphonamides. Chloramphenicol palmi- 
tate and chloramphenicol cinnamate are well-known 
tasteless compounds suitable for oral administration in 
suspension form. Benethamine penicillin is a slow- 
acting form of penicillin; an intramuscular injection of 
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300,000 to 600,000 units will give an effective concentra- 
tion of penicillin in the blood for a period up to three 
or four days. 

Contrast media for use in diagnostic radiography are 
represented by sodium diatrizoate and acetrizoic acid. 
The former is given by intravenous injection of a sterile 
solution—usually 45 r cent. strength—for outlining 
the urinary tract, and the latter, used as the injection 
of the sodium salt, is employed for the same pur » 
and also for examination of the biliary system and the 
arterial system. Sodium acetrizoate injection should not 
be used in patients with organic iodine hypersensitivity, 
in the presence of allergic conditions, or where there is 
gross impairment of renal function. 

Two new corticosteroids are fludrocortisone acetate 
and prednisone acetate. Fludrocortisone has both cor- 
tisone-like and salt-retaining properties. When it is 
used in the treatment of Addisonian crisis the dose is 
1 to 2 mgm. daily, but when it is used to supplement 
treatment with cortisone acetate in patients with Addi- 
son’s disease, or after adrenalectomy, the dose is only 
0.1 mgm. every one to five days. A 0.1 per cent. oint- 
ment is used for its anti-inflammatory action in a num- 
ber of skin disorders. 

The volatile anaesthetic halothane has a Few f twice 
that of chloroform and four times that of ether. It is 
not inflammable, nor is it explosive when mixed with 
oxygen. It is used, preferably with a specially cali- 
brated apparatus, to produce general anaesthesia for 
surgical procedures. A concentration of 1.5 to 3 per 
cent. by volume in the inspired air is sufficient for in- 
duction of anaesthesia, and 0.5 to 1 per cent. for main- 
tenance of anaesthesia. Occasionally halothane may 
oh ae a substantial fall in blood pressure, or severe 

radycardia. 


Antibacterial and antifungal compounds, mainly for 
topical application in the treatment of superficial in- 
fections of the skin or mucous membrane, include chlor- 
hexidine (gluconate and hydrochloride), dequalinium 
chloride, hexachlorophane and nitrofurazone. The gen- 
eral action and uses of the quaternary ammonium com- 

unds are described under the cetrimide monograph. 

exachlorophane is a bacteriostat and bactericide which 
is active in the presence of soap against a number of 
Gram-positive and Gram-negative organisms, including 
pyogenic cocci, Pseudomonas pyocyanea, Shigella dysen- 
teriae and Salmonella typhi. When it is used in soaps 
hexachlorophane is said to accumulate in the skin and 
to cause a marked diminution of the bacterial flora. 
Dequalinium chloride is antibacterial and antifungal, 
being active against some species of Trichophyton. 
Monilia albicans, and a variety of Gram-positive an 
Gram-negative bacteria. Its action is little affected in 
the presence of serum, and it is non-irritant to the tis- 
sues. Chlorhexidine, either as the gluconate or the 
hydrochloride, also has an activity against a wide range 
of Gram-positive and Gram-negative organisms, and is 
bactericidal in a concentration of 1 in 2000 in the pre- 
sence of blood. A concentration of 1 in 100 is used in an 
obstetric cream, 1 in 200 in industrial methylated 
alcohol for the sterilisation of surgical instruments, and 
a 1 in 5000 dilution is used for general antiseptic pur- 
poses. Benzalkonium bromide, like the chloride, is an 
aqueous solution which is used in dilutions ranging from 
1 in 50 to 1 in 4000 for sterilising the skin, and for irri- 
gation of the bladder and urethra. Nitrofurazone, an- 
other compound with bactericidal action against both 
Gram-negative and Gram-positive organisms, is em- 
ployed by local application to su cial wounds, burns 
of ulcers, for the treatment of impetigo and for the 


preparation of the skin before skin grafting. Commonly 
a 0.2 per cent. concentration is used in a non-greasy 
base or in solution. It is said that this compound has 
coomneneey roduced sensitisation of the skin with 


generali skin reaction. 

Chlorothiazide is of the new non- 
mercurial diuretics. Ithough it has some inhibito 
effect on carbonic anhydrase activity, its main effect 
to diminish the resorption of electrolytes in the renal 


tubules, causing an increased excretion of potassium, 
sodium and chloride, and of water. In addition to being 
used for the relief of oedema and ascites due to heart 
failure, it is used with hypertensive drugs in the treat- 
ment of high blood pressure, and has also been used in 
the treatment of toxaemias of pregnancy. Chlormero- 
drin is an organic compound of mercury which, like 
chlorothiazide, is an effective diuretic when administ 
orally. Amino-metradine has only mild diuretic pro- 
perties. 

Mecamylamine hydrochloride is a ganglion-blocking 
agent, which is completely absorbed after oral adminis- 
tration. Although its action is slow in onset it is sus- 
tained. It is useful in the treatment of severe essential 
hypertension and of malignant hypertension, but like 
pentolinium tartrate, and other ganglion-blocking drugs, 
it may give rise to postural hypotension, diminished 
appetite, constipation and other side effects. 

Although it is unlikely that pharmacists themselves 
will prepare solutions of sodium radioiodide, or sodium 
radio-phosphate, these two preparations, already in the 
1958 B.P., are accorded considerable space for a descrip- 
tion of their action and uses in the new Codex. In each 
instance a solution for injection and one for oral ad- 
ministration are descri The special storage con- 
ditions and the labelling requirements are repeated from 
the Pharmacopoeia, and an additional caution is made 
that where any local regulations regarding radioactive 
substances are in force, these must be complied with. 
The volume of solution containing the required dose of 
a radioactive substance must be calculated from a know- 
ledge of its initial activity at a stated time, and its rate 
of decay as denoted by its “half-life’—eight days in the 
case of sodium radioiodide solution, and 14 days in the 
case of sodium radiophosphate solution. 

It should be noted that phenmetrazine hydrochloride, 
one of the drugs used to decrease appetite and hence 
for the treatment of obesity, is a central nervous stimu- 
lant, and in large doses leads to habit formation, and 
severe mental depression. Phytomenadione is a syn- 
thetic form of a naturally occurring vitamin K com- 

und, which is more rapid, more potent and more pro- 
onged in action than other synthetic analogues. It may 
be given by slow intravenous infusion of an emulsion, 
or by mouth. 


Tranquillising drugs are represented by meprobamate, 
which is typical of compounds which depress inter- 
neuronal conduction, especially in the hypothalamus 
and spinal cord, but not in the medulla or autonomic 
nervous system. It is useful in the treatment of neuroses 
and anxiety states, but less effective than chlorpromazine 
in the psychoses. 

Pipradol hydrochloride is a stimulant to the cerebral 
cortex, but has no sympathomimetic action. It is used 
for depressive states and narcolepsy, and does not pro- 
duce a loss of appetite, insomnia or rise of blood pres- 
sure. Pyridostigmine bromide has an action similar to 
that of neostigmine, but is only one-quarter as active. 
It may not always give as complete relief in myasthenia 
gravis as does neostigmine, but its prolonged use may 

ive more sustained relief and it is particularly suitable 
or use at night. 

An effective anti-diabetic substance for oral adminis- 
tration is tolbutamide, which reduces fasting blood sugar 
without altering glucose tolerance. It is not a complete 
substitute for insulin because it is only effective in the 
presence of endogenous insulin. It may be used for the 
treatment of mild or moderately severe diabetes mel- 
litus, in obese middle-aged patients, who have not had 
the disease for more than 10 years, who do not develop 
ketosis, and whose insulin requirement is not more than 
40’units daily. It should not be given if liver function 
is impaired, nor is it suitable for the treatment of 
juvenile diabetes, unstable diabetes or diabetic coma. 

An anticholinergic drug suitable for the symptomatic 
treatment of Parkinson’s disease is procyclidine hydro- 
chloride. Although it decreases rigidity and improves 
muscular co-ordination, it has little effect on salivation 
or oculogyric crisis. theline e possesses 
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the peripheral actions of atropine, but not the central 
actions. It is used to diminish gastric secretions, to re- 
duce intestinal motility, and for the treatment of peptic 
ulcer. Dicyclomine hydrochloride has similar actions 
and is used for similar purposes. 

Chlorotrianisine is a synthetic oestrogen which after 
administration is stored in body fat, from which it is 
slowly released. A caution is issued that contact with 
the skin or inhalation of the dust should be avoided, and 
rubber gloves and a face mask should be worn when 
handling the powder. 

New substances employed for their pharmaceutical 
properties in various formulations are not very numer- 
ous. Methylcellulose 20 is a dispersing agent for sus- 
pensions and emulsions, a thickening agent in jellies and 
creams, and a binder and disintegrating agent in tablets. 
It may be used in a vehicle for eye drops. Isopropyl 
myristate may be used in place of vegetable oils, in 
creams and ointments. It is relatively free from greasi- 
ness, a valuable solvent for substances applied exter- 
nally, and when penetration of the medicament is re- 
quired. It is non-irritant and non-sensitising. Poly- 
ethylene glycols are represented by hard macrogol and 
liquid macrogol, which are strongly hydrophilic, non- 
irritant to the skin, and well-absorbed compounds for 
use in the oe rbema of water-soluble bases for ex- 
ternal use. edicaments incorporated in bases prepared 
from these substances are generally more active than 
when incorporated in paraffin bases, and lower concen- 
trations of the drug may have to be used. 


CHEMICAL INDUSTRY IN JAPAN 


Its Rapid Post-war Expansion 

The following survey, reprinted from The Chemist and 
Druggist, January 2, 1960, will be of great interest to 
Australian readers:— 

While chemicals have been made in Japan in some 
form or another since the latter half of the nineteenth 
century, it was only as a result of the First World War 
that manufacturing began to emerge from the cottage 
industry stage to a sound commercial basis. Before 
1914, most of Japan’s chemical requirements came from 
Germany, and the sudden stoppage of German supplies 
gave great impetus to the development of local produc- 
tion. But that did not follow an orderly pattern, with 
the result that the depression years of the 1930’s meant 
difficult times for the industry in the form of strong 
competition from overseas. A programme of rationali- 
sation was therefore hurriedly carried out to put the 
industry on its feet. The Second World War brought 
another setback to the industry’s progress, partly be- 
cause plant was not properly maintained and an | 
because of damage by air raids. When that war ended, 
Japanese food production was found to be in such a 
critical state that priority was given to the development 
of a chemical fertiliser industry, which now occupies 
first place in total chemical production and exports. 


Advances in T 

Advances in chemical manufacturing and 
products have since given a considerable st to 
Japanese industry, which has gained much in inter- 
national competitive power. The list of chemical pro- 
ducts manufactured in Japan now is a long and im- 
pressive one, and ranges from primary chemicals such 
as sulphuric acid and soda, to those involving the most 
modern manufacturing techniques like vitamins and anti- 
biotics. Production of most chemicals has increased in 
a spectacular fashion over the past nine years, a remark- 
able achievement when it is considered that Japan was 
cut off from most of the technological advances in 
America and Europe during and immediately after the 
war. It also reflects large-scale investment by Japanese 
and foreign capital alike, spurred on by the need to 
create employment, to cut down on imports and to make 
new products for export.

A shortage of foreign exchange in 1957 brought with 
it a tight monetary policy and, followed by the world 
trading recession in 1958, curbed expansion, production 
and exports alike. But 1959 started on a more cheerful 
note and has allowed the brakes to be taken off again. 
Production in all sectors of the industry in the first half 
of the year is up on the same period of 1958, and the 
likelihood is that that trend may continue. 

Domestic consumption accounts for about 75-80 per 
cent. of total production, and, although the balance going 
for export appears small, it has expanded considerably 
over the years and has a high potential. 

In the field of pharmaceuticals, production has reached 
a high level; Japan is now the world’s fifth largest 
manufacturer and produces a wide range of specialised 
items. Production, in common with that of other chemi- 
cal goods, has increased considerably, particularly in the 
last four or five years, with the exception of penicillin. 
Although exports are on the increase, they still account 
for less than 5 per cent. of total production.

The above table gives some idea of the extent of the 
Japanese pharmaceutical industry, but the list of its 
products is by no means complete. Of greatest import- 
ance is vitamin manufacture, which includes vitamins 
A, B:, Bs, C, riboflavine and folic acid. Diet deficiencies 
are, unfortunately, common in Japan, and many of the 
foregoing are used to supplement the natural vitamin 
intake; doses are made up into tablets, powders and 
solutions, the latter prepared in a form specially palat- 
able to children.

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Many pharmaceuticals and medicines have been de- 
veloped as well as manufactured in Japan. They range 
from Adona—an injection designed to stop spontaneous 
bleeding—to Wormin, an anthelmintic for hookworm 

i , and cover a considerable assortment in between. 
Another achievement is the development of calcium 
mesoxalate for the treatment of diabetes in a form known 
as mesoxan. Other specialised pharmaceuticals cf 
Japanese invention include the antibiotics kanamycin, 
trichomycin, leucomycin and mitomycin. 


Supervision of all aspects of pharmaceutical manu- 
facture is strictly controlled under the Pharmaceutical 
Law, which stipulates the regular inspection of manu- 
facturing processes, and demands the registration with 
the Ministry of Public Welfare of all medicinal pro- 
ducts. Furthermore, the sale of many products in the 
antibiotic and biological groups is prohibited unless each 
batch manufactured is inspected by either the National 
Institute of Health or the National Hygienic Laboratory. 
Not only does that supervision protect the consumer 
from inferior medicines, it also greatly facilitates the 
prescribing of drugs by doctors and their use by hospi- 
tals, since it ensures uniformity of quality throughout 
the industry. 


Research into the development and production of new 
pharmaceuticals in other countries is followed with keen 
interest by Japanese scientists, and they are helped in 
their efforts by the Japan Information Centre of Science 
and Technology, which opened in August, 1957, to collect 
and abstract material from a vast number of periodicals, 
patent specifications and uhiversity research reports. 


Of the forty or so companies listed as being pharma- 
ceutical manufacturers, some are of quite humble origin, 
and not a few are old-established. Tanabe Seiyaku Co. 
Ltd., of Osaka, for example, was established as a chemist 
in 1717, and today is a nation-wide organisation manu- 
facturing a wide range of products under licence from 
West German, Dutch and French companies. One of the 
largest firms in Japan is the Chugai Pharmaceutical Co. 
Ltd. which specialised originally in sulphur drugs and 
glucose, and is now the leading producer of glucuronic 
acid by an almost fully automatic process in one of the 
company’s four factories. Hormone preparations are the 
mainstay of the Teikoku Zohki Seiyaku organisation of 
Tokyo, which, while starting in the foodstuffs industry 
in 1893, branches out into research on the manufacture 
of organic preparations with the first laboratory of its 
kind in Japan in 1920. It now produces over fifty dif- 
ferent hormone medicines and maintains considerable re- 
search facilities as well. 


_ Since 1945 the Japanese chemical and pharmaceutical 
industry has therefore become a force to be reckoned 
with on world markets, and no effort is s to en- 
courage the growth of exports. The industry kee 
itself well in step with, and sometimes ahead of, 
achievements of competing countries, and there is every 
reason to suppose that competition from Japan will as 
the years go by become increasingly fierce. 


AEROSOLS 


At a recent branch meeting of the Pharmaceutical 
Society of Great Britain a lecture on pressurised packs 
(aerosols) was given by A. Herzka. It was reported in 
The Pharmaceutical Journal, February 6, 1960. 


The lecturer said that the majority of pressurised 
packs employing liquefied propellants were two-phase 
systems, Le., they consisted of a single homogeneous 
liquid phase and a single gaseous phase. When the 
valve was operated, vaporisation of the liquid propellant 
caused the product portion of the product-liquid propel- 
lant mixture to be scattered in particles, the size of 
which was determined principally by the propellant- 
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product ratio. In sprays, such as room deodorants 
and insecticides, the amount of product in the liquid 
phase might be as low as 2 per cent. and would not nor- 
—— exceed 20 per cent. by weight. Surface sprays 
resulted when the amount of product was increased 
beyond 20 per cent, to a maximum of 75 
per cent. with a en. reduction of pro- 
pellant in the liquid phase. air lacquers were 
examples of this type of product. Three-phase systems 
gave rise not only to space and surface sprays but also 
to foams. In addition to the gaseous propellant phase 
they consisted either of two liquid phases which could 
be emulsified, or of one liquid and one solid phase. In 
such cases the product was usually water based. The 
propellant in this —_— had no scattering effect on the 

roduct particles which would emerge as a thin jet from 

e stan pressurised dispenser valve. Special valves 
had, however, been designed which could change the jet 
into a fine mist, by mechanically impeding the exit of 
the particle stream. Foam packs were three-phase sys- 
tems where the liquid coor pre which normally did 
not exceed 15 per cent. by weight, was emulsified with 
the product. en the valve was actuated the emulsion 
was forced up the dip tube, if fitted, and out of the foam 
head. As soon as the emulsion contacted the atmosphere 
the propellant particles within it immediately vapour- 
ised, whipping the whole into a thick foam of innumer- 
able particles. Sometimes the propellant was only par- 
tially emulsified with the product and such packs were 
intermediate between the perfect three-phase systems 
and the foam packs. Another type of three-phase sys- 
tem was the pressurised powder-pack which consisted of 
a vapour, a liquid and a solid P ase. The liquid phase 
was normally pure propellant but might also contain a 
small amount of lubricant. Before use the dispenser was 
shaken in order to disperse the powder throughout the 
liquid phase. The lubricant was added in order to aid 
the passage of the powder through the valve orifices. 
Compressed gases could also be used as propellants and 
all packs employing these were two-phase systems. The 
speaker said that pharmaceuticals in aerosol packs were 
relatively underdeveloped in Britain, and in the main 
such packs were for topical pe ayer rather than for 
spraying into the body. In that connection a word of 
warning must be sounded. While the fluorinated hydro- 
carbon propellants were generally considered as non- 
toxic, the ratings which they were given applied, in the 
main, to certain dilutions in air and this did not mean 
they were necessarily harmless when sprayed in large 
concentrations on to diseased tissues. e marketing of 
any products of this type must therefore be preceded 
by adequate clinical tests to ensure that no harm would 
befall the patient on account of the propellants employed. 
It might well be the case that paraffin hydrocarbons 
rather than halogenated hydrocarbons would find appli- 
cation for internal application, possibly supplemented by 
compressed gases. 


BRITISH PHARMACEUTICAL INDUSTRY: 
ITS EXTENT AND ACTIVITIES 


In a note in Manufacturing Chemist, January, 1960, 
the following figures were given:— 

The British pharmaceutical industry provides employ- 
ment for 50,000 people in 450 establishments. 

It contributes £150 million per year to gross national 
output. 

Last year it exported £40 million worth of goods, 
spent £5 million on research, and provided drugs for 
over 200 million prescriptions. 

In Great Britain the average cost per prescription is 
6/- and the total cost of prescriptions £63 million a 
year. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL FELLOWS OF THE ROYAL 
SOCIETY (LONDON) 


The Royal Society (London) celebrates its tercentenary 
this year. It is the world’s oldest scientific body with a 
continuous existence. Since some of the meetings lead- 
ing to its formation were held in the homes of apothe- 
caries and since many apothecaries and pharmaceutical 
chemists have been numbered among the Fellows since 
the inception of the Society, T. D. ittet, B.Sec., Ph.D., 
F.R.LC., F.P.S., Chief Pharmacist, University College 
Hospital, chose “Pharmaceutical Fellows of the Royal 
Society” as the title of an address he gave to an evening 
meeting of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain. 


The lecturer referred to the great interest taken by 
Sir Robert Boyle in the founding of the Society and to 
his close association with many apothecaries. Boyle 
himself undertook several investigations of a pharma- 
ceutical nature. He examined the colouring matters 
from vegetable tinctures and prepared extracts of opium, 
which he injected into a dog, and demonstrated their 
narcotic properties. He also prepared various chemicals, 
including sal ammoniac, and injected them into the 
veins of animals. 


What might be considered the inaugural meeting of 
the Royal ~iomgy: A took place on November 28, 1660. 
Ever since then the anniversary meeting has been held 
on November 30—St. Andrew’s Day—or as near to that 
date as possible. 

Among Fellows who had pharmaceutical affiliations 
the lecturer referred to:— 


Nicasius Le Febure (Nicolas Le Fevre), an original 
Fellow of the Society, was born in France and qualified 
as an apothecary. Later he became Demonstrator of 
Chemistry at the Jardin du Roi, Paris. In 1660 Le Febure 
went to England as Professor of Chemistry to Charles II 
and a little later was made Apothecary to the Royal 
Household. He was in charge of a laboratory in St. 
James’s Palace. He is credited with having introduced the 
thermometer into chemistry with the discovery of 
mercuric acetate. 

He was an able chemist and a lucid, learned and 
accurate author. His best-known book, “Traite de la 
Chemie,” went into several editions and was translated 
into English, German and Latin. 


Ambrose Godfrey Hanckwitz was chemical operator 
first to Robert Boyle and then to the Society of Apothe- 
caries. Later he set up a chemical and pharmaceutical 
manufacturing laboratory in Maiden Lane, Covent Gar- 
den. He was for many years the only manufacturer of 
phosphorus in England. The een he founded 
remained in existence until 1862, when it was moved 
to the West End and eventually acquired by Savory & 
Moore Ltd. His assistant, J. S. A. Frobenius, who also 
— a F.R.S., engaged in the early manufacture of 
ether. 

Sir Hans Sloane was Secretary to the Royal Society, 
1693, and President from 1727 to 1741. e was a 
a great benefactor of the Society of Apothecaries and 
presented to it the freehold of the Chelsea Physic Gar- 
den. A notable connection with pharmacy was that he 
edited the London Pharmacopeeia of 1721. Because of 
his benefactions to the Society of Apothecaries, a statue 
of Sir Hans Sloane is a prominent feature of the Chelsea 
Physic Garden. 

The year 1698 saw the admission of the first foreign 
apothecary Fellow, the famous French apothecary and 
physician, Etienne Francois Geoffroy. He was the son 
of an apothecary, and after qualifying he worked for 
some time in his father’s pharmacy. Later he devoted 
himself to chemistry and medicine and became Professor 
of Medicine at the Jardin des Plantes. His most im- 

ortant contribution to chemistry was his “Table des 
Rapports”——one of the earliest studies of chemical affin- 
ity and a forerunner of the periodic system. 
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During Sloane’s presidency a number of apothecary- 
botanists was admitted to the Royal Society, among them 
Phillip Miller, botanist in charge of the Chelsea Physic 
Garden and author of the Gardener’s Dictionary. Miller 
was the first to appreciate the part played by insects in 
fertilising flowers. 

In 1795 one of the greatest of all apothecary chemists, 
M. H. Klaproth, was elected to the R.S. He was actively 
engaged as an apothecary for’more than thirty years in 
Berlin and whilst so employed he isolated the elements 
uranium and zirconium and verified the elemental 
character of stronium, titanium, chromium and tel- 
lurium. He also became Professor of Chemistry at the 
Royal Prussian Artillery School, Chemist to the Prus- 
sian Government, inspector of pharmacies and an 
examiner for pharmaceutical examinations. He re- 
mained closely associated with pharmacy all his life. 
Berzelius described him as the greatest analytical 
chemist in Europe. 

Although in England in the 19th century apothecaries 
turned more and more to the practice of medicine, some 
remained active in the practice of pharmacy and indeed 
played a large part in the formation of the Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society of Great Britain in 1841. 

William Allien, first President of that body, a distin- 

uished chemist and humanitarian, was elected to the 

.S. in 1807. His one-time partner, Luke Howard, fol- 
lowed in 1821. 

Another prominent pharmacist, botanist and phar- 
macognosist, Daniel H . who was a partner of 
William Allen, became a Fellow in 1867. o_ other 
apprentices of Plough Court also received that honour. 
One of these, Richard Phillips, did outstanding work 
in analytical and pharmaceutical chemistry and in the 
improvement of the London Pharmacopeeia. The other 
was William West, who became a pharmacist in Leeds 
and a lecturer in the Leeds School of Medicine. Phar- 
macist Fellows associated with the School of Pharmacy, 
Bloomsbury Square, were John ld, Professor of 
Practical Chemistry, who published over seventy papers 
on chemistry and pharmacy; Jonathan Pereira, fes- 
sor of Materia Medica; and Sir William Tilden, the first 
Bell Scholar and one-time demonstrator at the “Square,” 
and later a famous chemist whose work on isoprene 
led to the production of synthetic rubber. 

A very distinguished Fellow (whose work in Australia 
is widely known) was Ferdinand von Mueller, who was 
later knighted and became Baron of one of the German 
Principalities. He qualified as an apothecary in Germany, 
migrated to Australia and became that Dominion’s 
[sean botanist. For many years he was Government 

tanist of Victoria and was closely associated with 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria. 

In this twentieth century two pharmaceutical chemists 
who spent their whole careers in the profession, but 
had other extensive interests, became Fellows. 

G. C. Druce, a retail chemist of High Street, Oxford, 
has been described as Britain’s greatest field botanist. 
Sir Henry Wellcome, founder of Burroughs Wellcome & 
Co., was the other. In the Physiological Research 
Laboratories founded by Wellcome at least eight of the 
staff became Fellows of the Royal Society. 

Fellows are associated with several pharmaceutical 
firms: Dr. Lester Smith, of Glaxo Laboratories, and 
Alexander Fleck and Dr. Rose, of I.C.I. Pharmaceuticals.

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ful study of Prof. George Drew and his colleagues 
recently published by the Medical Research Council 
will attract widespread interest. This report describes 
the effects of small doses of alcohol (the highest being 
roughly equivalent to five fluid ounces of whisky for a 
man of average weight) upon performance on the “Miles 
motor driving trainer’—a complicated tracking task 
which has a good deal in common with actual driving. 
It was found that the mean error of forty subjects on 
the test increased significantly with increasing blood 
alcohol, the shape of the curve being strikingly similar 
to the blood and urine alcohol curves. On the other 
hand, the average speed of “driving” showed no sig- 
nificant change. Marked differences between subjects 
were however observed, and the authors rightly place 
weight on temperamental factors as governing indi- 
vidual reactions to alcohol. 


These results strongly suggest that amounts of alcohol 
far too small to give rise to recognisable signs of in- 
toxication may none the less significantly impair driving 
ability. At the same time, the authors are properly 
cautious in generalising from their findings to driving 
—and drinking—under conditions less austere than those 
of the laboratory. The effects of small doses of alcohol 
upon confidence, decision and judgment were assessed 
little, if at all, in the present series of experiments, and 
the range and extent of compensatory activities have 
still to be defined with precision. None the less, this 
report deserves the most careful attention on the part 
= - concerned with the pressing problem of road 

ety. 


ENZYMES, GENES AND THE DOCTOR 


In the Chemistry Theatre, Institute of Science, Ban- 
galore, India, Dr. T. Ramakrishnan, of the Department 
of Pharmacology, gave a lecture entitled “Enzymes, 
Genes and the Doctor.” 


Enzymology is not only fundamental to biochemistry, 
but to medicine, as recent researches have revealed. Ss 
addition to aiding clinicians to diagnose certain diseases 
through quantitative differences in enzymes in the body, 
enzymology has helped to solve some mysterious diseases 
of mankind brought about by the total lack of certain 
enzymes. 


The yore and mode of action of genes and the close 
connection tween genes and enzymes were briefly 
dealt with. Evidence has been adduced by Beadle and 
Tatum that a mee gene controls the synthesis of a 
single enzyme. , therefore, a person does not 
possess a normal enzyme, both his parents ap- 
parently did not have the gene necessary for 
the enzyme. Against this background some of the 
disease brought about by the lack of certain genes and 
enzymes were considered. 


The mental deficiency diseases, alkaptonuria and 
phenylpyruvic oligophrenia, are brought about by lack 
of enzymes, homogentisic oxidase and phenylalanine 
oxidase, respectively. Agammaglobulinemia is brought 
about by the lack of the enzyme to synthesis gamma 
globulins. Wilson’s disease is caused by the failure of 
the body to synthesise a serum copper protein. Galac- 
tosemia in children is caused by the lack of the enzyme 
to metabolise galactose in the mother’s milk. 


In conclusion, the lecturer said that these and similar 
considerations of diseases, as caused by enzymic and 
genetic deficiencies, seemed to indicate the possibility 
of treating successfully some of the hereditary diseases 
believed to be incurable.—“J. Royal Institute of Chem- 
istry,” October, 1959. 


HISTORY OF PHARMACY AND MEDICINE 


Recent Progress in London 


The Faculty of the History of Medicine and Pharmacy 
of the Worshipful Society of Apothecaries of London 
which was founded in September has issued a progress 
report which says that already it is clear that the 
faculty will have widespread support from the medical 
corporations, medical schools and societies throughout 
the United Kingdom, who, as corporate members will 
aid the faculty in its task of co-ordinating and strength- 
ening the present activities and interests in historical 
aspects of medicine and pharmacy. The foundation 
members of the faculty include no pharmacist, but it 
is stated that applications for affiliation from student 
historica:, medical or pharmaceutical bodies who should 
nominate a representative, can be accepted. The aim 
of the faculty is to attract co-operation of general 
historians so that work may be co-ordinated with wider 
historical studies. It will also provide in its hall a 
central meeting point for historians and medical and 
pharmaceutical historical societies. A research fellow- 
ship which has been endowed by the Wellcome Trustees 
is held at present by Mr. R. S. Roberts. a professional 
historian, who is working upon the early organisstion 
of the drug trade from the 17th century. The faculty 
is organising the first British congress on the history 
of medicine in London, September 29-30, 1960. Its 
theme will be “The evolution of British medical prac- 
tice.” It is not clear from the report whetner pharmacy 
will have any — in the deliberations of the congress 
though from the title of the faculty itself one might 
suspect that it would. 


The faculty is also compiling a panel of lecturers; 
the inaugural lecture will be given in the hall of the 
Society of Apothecaries on December 2 at 8.30 p.m. 
by Canon Charles E. Raven, D.D., on “Medicine, mother 
of the scieuces.” It is also proposed to hold occasional 
symposia, discussions, congresses and joint meetings 
with other bodies. Invitations to visit the sites of 
medical-historical interest have already been received. 
Announcements and reports of meetings will appear in 
the official organ of the faculty, Medical History, which 
is published quarterly. The Secretary of the Faculty 
is Dr. F. N. L. Poynter, the Wellcome Historical Medical 
Library, Euston Road, London, N.W.1.—Pharm. J., 21 
November, 1959. 


VETERINARY PROBLEMS AND CHEMISTRY 


At a joint meeting of the Dartford Branch of the 
Pharmaceutical Society and the London Section of the 
Royal Institute of Chemistry, Mr. S. L. Hignett spoke 
on “Veterinary Problems and Chemistry.” The meeting 
was reported in the Journal of the Royal Institute of 
Chemistry, February, 1960. 

The lecturer said that veterinary scientists owed much 
to chemists, who help both in the diagnosis of and 
research into the diseases of animals. Consideration was 
given to two groups of problems, toxicity and metabolic 
disorders. 

A century ago many cases of animal deaths were 
thought to be due to poisoning by plants. Such cases 
are rare today and indeed it is doubtful if plant poison- 
ing has ever been so prevalent as has been thought. 
Mineral poisoning from sprays, paint, mine workings 
and other industrial sources is the main cause of loss. 
Lead poisoning (often caused in calves through the 
licking of old paint) is diagnosed by chemical analysis 
of parenchymatous (kidney) tissue. Fluorosis, causing 
both. bone and tooth disorders, is diagnosed py demon- 
strating fluorine in urine. The feeding of AlyO; as a 
dietary supplement is a means of preventing fluorosis. 
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One case of plant poisoning described by Mr. Hignett 
was found to due to the presence of oxalic acid in 
mangold and sugar-beet tops after long spells of dry 
weather. Recognition of the symptoms and treatment 
by drenching with chalk were often too late, but the 
trouble could be prevented of at least alleviated by 
allowing the tops to wilt before feeding and by sprink- 
ling with chalk in wet weather. 

Metabolic disorders are increasing, especially with 
progressive farming, and the lecturer described some of 
these. Milk fever is now treated by injection with cal- 
cium borogluconate to increase the blood calcium level. 
Hypomagnesaemia is often found to occur among ani- 
mals grazing on pastures fertilised heavily with nitrogen 
and potash. It has been found that the use of certain 
fertilizers can reduce the availability of magnesium. 
Copper deficiency sometimes arises on pastures where 
the herbage contains an unusually high proportion of 
molybdenum. 

Finally, the lecturer spoke on the conception rate in 
cattle, which depends on three factors: infection, here- 
dity and environment, the last ae nutrition. Mr. 
Hignett mentioned the vast amount of work that has 
been done—the conducting of surveys, the study of 
problem herds and the experiments in planned feeding. 
For example, the evidence shows a relationship between 
fertility on the one hand and dietary phosphorus levels 
and the vitamin D status on the other. Evidence also 
exists to show that an enzyme system depending on a 
trace element can be upset by an excess of that element.

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DEVELOPMENT OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
SPECIALTIES AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE 
PRACTICE OF PHARMACY 


This is the title of a report by the Retail Pharmacy 
Commission of the International Pharmaceutical Feder- 
ation published in Journal Mondial de Pharmacie (No. 
1, 1960). Its author, Mr. T. Heseltine, is a member of 
the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society, Great Britain. 
In a discussion of the report, The Pharmaceutical Jour- 
nal (April 16, 1960) says: “The report poses three ques- 
tions: (1) What is the pharmacist to do to meet the 
changed conditions of practice in this era of the specialty? 
(2) What can pharmacy do, nationally and internation- 
ally, to ensure that the pharmacist is able to fulfil his 
responsibilities to the public and to physicians for the 
quality of the specialties he supplies? (3) What can be 
done to limit the physician’s present dependence upon 
the specialty? In the first place, he says, the pharma- 
cist should be able to act as the adviser to the doctor 
in this field. To do so he would need to have at his 
disposal a wide range of literature, his library must in- 
clude the latest editions of reference books, he must 
study the current medical journals, and he must have 
comprehensive information about specialties, catalogued 
for ready reference. Second, there was a responsibility 
upon the schools of pharmacy which would have to 
provide an education increasingly comprising general 
principles of wide application rather than the mere 
amassing of facts. The student, too, should realise 
that his diploma did not yo - the end of his education 
but rather its beginning. In the third place, national 
pharmaceutical societies should establish close relations 
with manufacturers in order to discuss such problems 
as the size and shape of packages and their labelling. 
A society could also help its members by preparing and 
publishing books giving the fullest information abcut 
all specialties currently on the market—books which 
could be addressed both to physicians an one. 
Where refresher courses were not provided by univer- 
sities, a pharmaceutical society could organise them, 
as well as conferences and meetings to keep its mem- 
bers informed of new developments. It was also the 
duty of a society to undertake wide and effective public 
relations activities, so that the Government, social 
security organisations, the medical profession and the 
public understood the role and responsibilities of phar- 
macists and the fact that they were available in appro- 
priate circumstances to give Objective and reliable advice 
7 n pharmaceutical questions. Finally, in any system 

contro] of specialties, whether organised by the State 
po by a pharmaceutical society, responsibility had to be 
taken by pharmacists. The problems involved were 
essentially pharmaceutical, and decisions had to be taken 
according to pharmaceutical principles and traditions. 


Mr. Heseltine believes that the main factor which has 
kept the percentage of specialties prescribed in Great 
Britain down to 50 per cent. is the existence of the 
British National Formulary, and that that has been done 
without any disservice to patients. The publication of 
such a formulary, he says, invested with the highest 
medical and pharmaceutical authority, could be recom- 
mended as a measure of protection for both medicine 
and pharmacy in countries where otherwise the selec- 
tion of medicaments to be used in therapeutics would 
increasingly pass into the hands of the manufacturers 
of specialties. The object of the report, which contains 

no conclusions or propositions, is to initiate a debate 
in the General Assembly which will focus the attention 
of national pharmaceutical societies and of ———— 
upon the changes which the introduction of the specialty 
is imposing on the practice of pharmacy. 
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RESEARCH ON INTERFERON 


A substance “with many of the properties of a wide- 
spectrum viral antibiotic,” interferon was discovered 
at the National Institute for Medical Research during 
study of the virus interference phenomenon. In his in- 
vestigations with colleagues, Dr. Alick Isaacs has shown 
that it is a protein of low toxicity to tissues, which is 
apparently non-antigenic and able to inhibit the growth 
of a large variety of viruses. Two papers on its action 
appeared in our columns last September. 


Before the possible therapeutic use of interferon could 
be studied, much basic research on its properties had 
to be done; but a stage has now been reached when 
the development work that must precede therapeutic 
trial can be undertaken. So as to get an answer quickly, 
the Medical Research Council have entered into an ar- 
rangement for collaborative research with three firms 
in the pharmaceutical industry, namely, Glaxo Labora- 
tories Ltd., Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd., and the 
Wellcome Foundation Ltd., the National Research De- 
velopment Corporation also being a party to the agree- 
ment. The work covered by the agreement includes 
research into the pilot-scale production of interferon 
required for research purposes and studies of its effect 
in experimental virus infections of animals. Whether 
it is used in therapeutic trials in human beings will 
depend on the results of these experiments.—Extract 
from “The Lancet,” January, 1960.

CONCLUDING ARTICLE 


By R. M. W. CUNNINGHAM, 
Director of Pharmaceutical Services, Department of Health, Canberra. 


In this third article on the National Health Act 1953- 
59 I pro to deal mainly with the responsibilities of 
appro chemists under the Act and regulations. 


The Responsibilities of Chemists 

Section 85 deals with the drugs and medicinal pre- 
parations that are pharmaceutical benefits. The pro- 
visions of this section I have dealt with in a previous 
article; however, I would like to reiterate that unless 
the drug or medicinal preparation is included in the 
book supplied to approved chemists, such drug or medi- 
cinal preparation is not a benefit. It is the approved 
chemist’s responsibility to ensure that he does not supply 
and claim for a drug or medicinal preparation whi 
it not a benefit within the meaning of the National 
Health Act. 


No Remission of 5/- Fee Permissible 

Section 87 provides for the payment by a patient, 
other than an eligible pensioner, of the sum of 5/- Bs 
prescription. This section, together with Section 9 
places a responsibility on the approved chemist to charge 
the patient the prescribed amount. An approved chemist 
must not by advertisement, notice or otherwise state 
or indicate that he will supply benefits without making 
the prescribed charge of 5/- or for a charge that is less 
than the prescribed charge. He must not make a prac- 
tice of remitting the whole charge or portion of the 
charge. This is not only a matter of law, but also an 
obligation under the ethics of pharmacy. By remitting 
all or part of the charge a chemist may gain temporarily 
an advantage over his competitors, but such conduct 
surely is unethical. 


Out of Hours Charges 

This section also provides for the making of a charge 
by an approved chemist where a benefit is supplied out- 
side normal trading hours or by delivery at or to a place 
other than the premises in respect of which the approved 
chemist is approved. These charges are specified in 
regulation 29, which states that an approved chemist 
may make a special charge in respect of the supply of 
a pharmaceutical benefit outside normal trading hours 
of an amount not exceeding— 

(a) if the pharmaceutical benefit is supplied before 
1i p.m., 2/6, and 
(b) if the pharmaceutical benefit is supplied after 
11 p.m., 5/-. 
Where two or more prescriptions are presented to an 
approved chemist at the same time, being outside nor- 
mal trading hours, for the supply of pharmaceutical 
benefits to the same person, the approved chemist may 
make one such special charge only. 

In the case of a prescription marked “Urgent,” that 
marking being initialled by the medical practitioner 
writing the prescription, it may be presented at any 
time to an approved chemist at the premises in respect 
of which he is approved. The approved chemist is 
under an obligation to supply such prescription, but 
he is entitled if the presentation is after normal trading 
hours to demand a charge not exceeding those men- 
tioned above in respect of after-hour trading. If a 
benefit is supplied by delivery at or to a place other 
than the premises in respect of which the approved 
chemist is approved, the approved chemist may make a 
special charge equal to the cost of delivery. 

It should be understood that these charges are recover- 
able from the person presenting the prescription. 
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Supply on Demand 

Under Section 90 an approved chemist undertakes the 
obligation of supplying pharmaceutical benefits on de- 
mand. This means what it says, and no approved chem- 
ist should refuse to dispense a benefit written in accord- 
ance with the Act. However, he must ensure that the 
prescription is dispensed in accordance with the Act. 

In this regard I would draw attention to Section 
99(3), which states—nothing in this section shall be 
deemed to authorise payment in respect of the supply 
of a drug or medicinal preparation— ’ 

(a) to a person who is not entitled under the Act 
to receive that drug or medicinal preparation 
as a pharmaceutical benefit, 

(b) by an approved chemist at or from premises 
in respect of which he is not approved or other- 
wise than in accordance with the terms of his 
approval. 

Furthermore sub-section (2) of this section places a 
responsibility on the approved chemist to claim only in 
accordance with the conditions determined by the Minis- 
ter. I shall deal with this later. 


Fundamental Responsibilities 

Section 103 places further responsibilities on the 
approved chemist. He must not supply anything other 
than the pharmaceutical benefit as specified in the pre- 
scription. He shall not in exchange for the prescription 
make a payment in money or give any other considera- 
tion to the person presenting the prescription. Further, 
he shall not obtain a payment in respect of the supply of 
a pharmaceutical benefit, which is not payable; supply 
as a pharmaceutical benefit a substance that does not 
conform to the standards of composition or purity pre- 
scribed in the regulations or that has as an ingredient 
a substance that does not conform to those standards; by 
means of impersonation, or false or misleading statement 
or a fraudulent device obtain or by any of those means 
aid or abet another person to obtain a pharmaceutical 
benefit or a payment in respect of the supply of a phar- 
maceutical benefit; or contravene or fail to comply with 
a provision of the Act which is applicable to him. These 
are serious considerations and approved chemists should 
— that no breach of Section 103 is committed by 

em. 


Statement of Drug Stocks to be Submitted 


Section 104A requires an approved chemist to furnish 
to the Director General a statement signed by or on 
behalf of the approved chemist, setting out particulars 
of stocks of drugs or medicinal preparations in his pos- 
session or under his control. The approved chemist 
shall not refuse or fail to comply with this requirement 
or in a statement furnish information that is false or 
misleading. 

Some criticism has been levelled at this section on the 
grounds that the Director General would require fre- 
quent stocktakes and possibly at inconvenient times. 
This criticism is unjustifiable. Frequent returns will not 
be required. An approved chemist on first commencing 
business will be required to furnish a return; a further 
return may be required on the occasion of a routine 
inspection, which generally would not be more frequent 
than once a year, or in the case of an investigation of 
an approved chemist, where it is thought necessary. 
Furthermore returns would be required in respect of a 
limited number of items only.

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Committees of Inquiry 

Part VIII of the National Health Act is concerned 
with Committees of Inquiry and Division 3 of this Part 
in icular with Pharmaceutical Services Committees 
of Inquiry. On these Parmaceutical Services Committees 
of Inquiry approved chemists’ representation is in the 
majority. This places an obligation on those persons 
appointed to these Committees to deal in an impartial 
manner with all matters referred to the Committees. 
The provision of these Committees ensures that matters 
concerning an approved chemist will be considered by 
— thoroughiy acquainted with pharmaceutical 
matters. 


Prescriptions Written Before March 1 

In a previous article I drew attention to regulation 
4(2), which has been included to validate prescriptions 
written — to March 1, 1960. An approved chemist’s 
responsibility under this regulation is to satisfy himself 
that a prescription or repeat authorisation has been 
written in accordance with the regulations in force prior 
to March 1, 1960. Having assured himself of this, he 
dispenses the prescription as written. He does this 
whether the benefit remains as previously or whether 
it has been amended from March 1, 1960. To clarify 
this still further, even though the maximum quantity 
may have been altered on March 1, 1960, or the number 
of repeats amended, the prescription if in accordance 
with the regulations in force prior to March 1, 1960, 
is dispensed as if no amendments had been made. How- 
ever, except in the case of an elegible pensioner, the 
approved chemist makes a charge of five shillings on 
each supply. 

Where before March 1, 1960, a prescription for what 
was then known as a general pharmaceutical benefit 
had been written for a pensioner and such prescription 
called for one or more repeats a direction has been 
given that the approved chemist is permitted to endorse 
the pension number on repeat authorisations presented 
to him after March 1, 1960. I must emphasise, however, 
that this direction applies only to repeat authorisations 
of prescriptions written for pensioners for general 
pharmaceutical benefits prescribed before March 1, 1960, 
and written in accordance with the provisions of the 
regulations applicable prior to that date. 


Supplies to Doctors for Emergency Use 

Provision is made for the supply to medical practition- 
ers of certain pharmaceutical benefits for emergency 
use. The relevant regulation provides that a medical 
practitioner may not obtain drugs for emergency use 
otherwise than by lodging with an approved chemist an 
order, in duplicate, signed by the medical practitioner. 
The medical practitioner may only order those drugs 
specified for this purpose in the strengths, forms and 
brands authorised. It is incumbent on the chemist to 
supply the strength, form and brand ordered by the 
médical practitioner, provided the order is in accordance 
with the regulations. No five shillings charge may be 
made for this supply. 


Prescription Requirements 

Part V of the regulations deals with prescriptions and 
supply. The approved chemist has many responsibilities 
under this part and it is important that he appreciates 
these, as failure to do so may result in non-payment of 
a prescription. 

The notes in the chemists’ book give details of the 

uirements covered by this part, but it may be profit- 
able to explain some of the more important require- 
ments with a view to emphasising the responsibility 
placed on the approved chemist in respect of the supply 
of benefits. 

He must decide if the prescription has been written 
in accordance with the regulations. Briefly this means 
that he must ensure that the prescription is written in 
ink in the handwriting of the medical practitioner (the 
name and address of the patient may be written in 


other than the medical practitioner’s handwriting); he 
must ensure that the prescription is in duplicate; he 
must check the date and such other requirements as 
are set out in the regulations. Particular attention should 
be paid to a prescription endorsed with the letters P.M.S. 
and bearing the pension number appearing on an 
entitlement card issued to the pensioner for whom the 


prescription has been written. this case an approved 
chemist may not make a charge of five shillings. 


Where a prescription is for a restricted drug he must 
ensure that the endorsement “specified purpose” appears 
on the prescription. Should the restricted drug be one 
requiring an authority in writing he must ensure that 
the authority is attached to the prescription. Other 
requirements in regard to prescriptions are set out in 
the “Notes for Approved Chemists” and should be noted 
carefully by approved chemists. 


Of considerable importance is the — of supply. 
An approved chemist is not authorised to supply a phar- 
maceutical benefit upon presentation of a prescription 
unless the prescription is surrendered to him; unless it 
is written in accordance with the regulations and is 
accompanied by a duplicate; unless the prescription is 
dated within six mon before the date of its presenta- 
tion. Further, in the case of a prescription directing 
more than the maximum quantity or maximum number 
of repeats, the approved chemist before supply must 
ensure that the prescription is accompanied by a num- 
bered authority authorising the increased quantity or 
increased number of repeats. 


Supply in an Emergency 

A provision has been included whereby supply may 
be made in an emergency before the prescription has 
been surrendered to the approved chemist, but a medical 
practitioner is required within 24 hours to supply to the 
approved chemist a written prescription for the benefit 
supplied. It is the medical practitioner’s responsibility 
to furnish the prescription in writing within the specified 
time. An approved chemist, however, should not en- 
courage a medical practitioner to make a practice of 
communicating prescriptions by telephone; but where 

rescriptions are so communicated he should ensure 

at written prescriptions are forwarded within the 24 
hours stipulated. 

There are a number of requirements in regard to the 
supply of benefits, but these are clearly set out in the 
“Notes for Approved Chemists” and I do not propose 
to deal with them all. However, there are a few con- 
siderations where the approved chemist has consider- 
able responsibility and to these I wish to direct attention. 


Receipts for Benefits 

The regulations require that a receipt be given by the 
person receiving a benefit. This receipt must not be 
demanded unless the approved chemist has supplied 
the benefit. Every endeavour is to be made to obtain 
this receipt. Should the benefit be supplied by post or 
other means of and it is impracticable to 
obtain a receipt the approved chemist must certify on 
the back of the prescription form that he has supplied 
the pharmaceutical benefit, stating the date on which 
the supply was made and also the particulars of the 
means by which the benefit was supplied. Any irregu- 
larity in receipting may result in non-payment for the 
benefit supplied. Approved chemists therefore should 
pay particular attention to these requirements. 


Adequate Stocks to be Kept 

An approved chemist is required to keep in stock 
an adequate supply of all drugs and medicinal prepara- 
tions that he may reasonably be expected to be called 
upon to supply. This obligation should be discharged 
by the approved chemist to the best of his ability. No 
action will be taken against an approved chemist who 
conscientiously endeavours to comply with this 
regulation. 
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Claims 
I wish now to consider the question of claims for 
payment. These claims must be made in accordance 
with the conditions determined. In this regard I wish 
to elaborate on two points only. The first is that pay- 
ment of those rates determined under Section 99 of 
the National Health Act shall be subject to the following 
conditions:— 
(1) A claim shall be made— 
(a) in accordance with a form approved by the 
Director General; 
(b) in respect of prescriptions dispensed during 
one month only; 
(c) and furnished to the Department of Health 
at such places and at intervals not exceeding 
30 days from the end of the month in which 
the benefits were supplied or in special cases 
where the Director General so permits at an 
interval or intervals in excess of 30 days as 
the Director General allows. 


Large Pack Price or Standard Price? 


The second point to which I wish to refer is the pro- 
cedure for claiming in respect of those items where a 
large pack price is shown in the chemist’s book. These 
items have been determined by agreement between the 
Guild and the Government as being high velocity items 
and normally purchased by the majority of chemists in 
larger packs than the standard packs set out in the 
chemist’s book. 

Where a large pack price is shown for an item that 
price will automatically apply. However, where the 
approved chemist’s turnover in the brand or strength of 
the drug does not justify the purchase of the large pack 
he may claim the standard pack price shown and endorse 
the prescription submitted for payment “ex S.P.” It is 
a chemist’s responsibility to ensure that he does not claim 
at standard pack rates unless he is satisfied that his turn- 
over does not justify his claiming at the large pack rate. 
From experience to date I feel that chemists generally 
should examine this question somewhat more critically. 


Conclusion 

It could be inferred from the remarks I have made in 
this article that only approved chemists have respon- 
sibilities under the National Health Act. This, of course, 
is not so. Medical practitioners also have many respon- 
sibilities, as also the Government. It should be clearly 
understood that this present article and the two preced- 
ing articles have been written with a view to clarifying 
the provisions of the National Health Act as they affect 
approved chemists only. 

The pharmaceutical profession has always been noted 
for its service to the community. Its ready and con- 
tinued co-operation with the Government in the pro- 
vision of pharmaceutical benefits is a further example 
of this. The profession is an integral part in the social 
services of the Government and as such must accept 
certain responsibilities. The majority of approved chem- 
ists are conscious of these responsibilities and endeavour 
to discharge their obligations in the high traditions of 
their profession. Unfortunately, as in many other pro- 
fessions, there are a few who do not accept the obliga- 
tions placed upon them. I would suggest to these mem- 
bers that they take note of their obligations, because 
failure to observe the requirements of the National 
Health Act will ultimately cause them embarrassment 
if not something more serious, and such conduct will 
bring opprobrium on their profession. 

I am grateful to the officers of this Journal for the 
opportunity of posseating these articles, which I trust 
will be of some help to approved chemists. The articles 
have been presented in an endeavour to assist approved 
chemists in their understanding of the National Health 
Act and not in a spirit of criticism of chemists’ profes- 
sional conduct under the Act. I trust they will be 
accepted as a contribution towards a better understand- 
ing of this Act. 


NATIONAL HEALTH SERVICE 


Effect on N.H.S. of Abolition of Price Maintenance 


Much higher rates would have to be paid for National 
Health Service dispensing if, through the development 
of price cutting, the present economics of retail a 
macy were upset. That claim was made by Mr. H, Noble, 
Secretary of the National Pharmaceutical Union, in a 
letter published in “The Times” of January 4. The 
letter was in response to a leading article which had 
implied that the Government were considering takin 
away the existing right of manufacturers to fix 
enforce their prices, 

Mr. Noble pointed out ti:at the phar~acist had two 
main functions: First, in his profess. ' capacity he 
was an authorised seller of poisons and the dispenser 
of physicians’ prescriptions both for private and National 
Health Service patients. Dispensing of prescriptions, 
the sale and supply of poisons, and the carrying on of 
his other professional activities, represented the small- 
est section of his turnover. If he had to rely for his 
livelihood on the remuneration he received for his pro- 
fessional services, that remuneration would have to be 
higher than it was today—and the public would have 
to provide the additional finance. But the chemist was 
also a retailer of many kinds of goods, the largest pro- 
portion being proprietary articles, most of which were 
price-maintained by their respective manufacturers. 
The assurance that on this retail-sales side of his busi- 
ness the individual chemist was protected from price- 
cutting competition enabled him to carry on his dispens- 
ing and professional activities in an atmosphere free 
from financial anxiety. Chemists’ overhead expenses 
were high, and any reduction caused by competitive 
price-cutting of the existing modest but assured margin 
on price-maintained goods, which constituted the bulk 
of the chemists’ retail sales, would have disastrous ef- 
fécts. The disappearance of the present safeguard on 
the sale of price-maintained goods would have pro- 
found economic effects on the National Health Service 
contract.—Extract from “The Pharmaceutical Journal 
of Great Britain,” January 9, 1960. 


“PHARMONY” 


This cacophonous word has been coined, as might 
be surmised, in the United States to designate the latest 
method of advertising. 

Strangely enough, it is sponsored by “ethical” manu- 
facturers, and is used to describe broadcasting of music 
and discreet commercials for “ethical” preparations in 
large drug stores. 

The first experiment, according to “Drug and Cos- 
metic Industry,” will be carried out in 20 drug stores 
in New York during June, July and August next. The 
products advertised will be those available without a 
prescription, but normally only supplied through doctors 
or pharmacists. This, to me, seems an objectionable 
form of advertising. 

“Piped music” is provided in some aeroplanes, and re- 
cently I read that one traveller took his own Gallup 
poll of his fellow-passengers, and, on finding a majority 
against the music, threatened to pull out the connec- 
tions unless it was discontinued. Commercial broad- 
casting in Grand Central Station was successfully op- 
posed by “New Yorker” readers some years ago, and 
my sympathies are entirely with the opposition. At 
Waterloo Station we are sometimes entertai by 
“canned” music. 

Is the younger generation insensitive to noise and does 
it find music not only soothing its savage breast but 
also stimulating its thoughts and imagination? I hope 
that British pharmacists will not copy their can 
counterparts—“The Pharmaceutical Journal.”

Perfume, perhaps more than any other media, can 
invoke the recollection of things otherwise forgotten. 
Music, too, can stir a similar emotional response, but 
nothing can take us so far down “memory’s lane” as a 
remembered smell. 

A scent borne faintly on the wind may awaken the 
mind’s eye to roam once again in haunts of ancient peace 
—perhaps to where once lavender and thyme grew by 
a lichened stone wall, or where musk roses blew in the 
ruined garden of an ancient monastery. An Australian 
abroad has been known to suffer sudden nostalgia when 
the scent of acacia blossom in the unlikely setting of a 
Parisian boulevard transported him back to where “the 
wattle-gold trembles twixt shadow and shine” beneath 
the towering eucalypts of the bushland. 

A remarkable instance of home-sickness caused by a 
familiar scent is mentioned by Miss Evelyn Cheeseman 
in her book, “Hunting Insects in the South Seas,” where 
she writes: “The conviction came to me how well I 
must have become adapted to life in Tahiti... and it 
was just at this moment that I was surprised and 
absolutely thrown off my balance by the scent of violets. 

“It was unmistakable. There had been an earl 
shower of rain and the breeze was bringing the smell 
of wet foliage in at the door—and, mingled with this, 
came the scent of wet violets. It is difficult to describe 
the effect of this clean, invigorating scent on a_ hot, 
languid morning. Not that sweet scents are rare in 
Tahiti, for, on the contrary, the air is always laden with 
frangipani, pandanus, vanilla and other strong scents 
of exotic flowers.... But these other flowers, wholesome 
fresh little English flowers—oh, what a rush of poignant 
memories followed and withal such an over-mastering 
feeling of home-sickness. . . .” 


Perfume in Ancient Times 

Some of the earliest known perfumes were those used 
by the Ancient Egyptians, and they were the aromatic 
emanations of spices and unguents. 

During excavations in Egypt the discovery of the 
jewels and toilet accessories of Hathor-Sat, an Egyptian 
princess of the 12th dynasty (circa, 2000 B.C.), disclosed 
also alabaster vases still redolent of the perfumes they 
contained so long ago. 

Early use of perfume began with religious rites when 
aromatic gums were burned to propitiate the gods. A 
relic of such ritual carries over to the Christian era 
in the use of censers in churches. In the Bible is fre- 
quent reference to frankincense and a 

The Romans used perfume extensively in their toilet. 
But after the fall of Rome the art of perfumery was 


All the Perfumes 


The Role of Scent in Nature 
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of Arabia

lost during Europe’s dark ages, and did not reappear 
again until the potentates of the Eastern world built 
the mosques of Persia and Arabia. 

In the thirteenth century, the Provence Rose (R. Gal- 
lica officinialis) was grown near Provence in France 
to supply the dried rose petals that were used for the 
manufacture of medicines and perfumes. This industry 
continued in that town for more than six centuries. 

Of interest in this connection is the accompanyin 

hotograph of two antique scent bottles, one being o 

hinese porcelain and the second of Persian origin, being 
over two hundred years old. In both bottles still lingers 
the fragrance of attar of roses. 

In classical times, the ancestors of today’s modern 
roses provided perfume in its purest form. 

The Rosa centifolia rose was principally used for the 
extraction of essential oil from the fresh petals in the 
manufacture of attar or otto of roses. 

Dr. Pereira’s “Elements of Materia Medica and Thera- 
peutics,” published in 1872, page 822, describes the pre- 
paration of attar of roses thus: 

“Rosa centifolia Petala: The fresh petals are gathered 
when the flowers are full-blown, before the petals 
begin to fall. 
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“The principal constituent is a volatile oil, Attar or 
Otto of Roses—obtained in the East by distilling roses 
with water. The attar concretes and floats on the dis- 
tilled water when cold. It is also obtained by exposing 
the rose-petals in water to the sun, when the oil floats 
out. 100,000 flowers yield only about 180 grains of otto. 
It varies somewhat in colour, and below 80” F. is a 
crystalline solid. Its specific gravity at 90° F. is 0.832. 
It is soluble in alcohol, and a little is taken up by water. 
It consists of two volatile oils, a solid and a liquid oil. 
When properly diluted it has a most delicious odour.” 

Oleum Lavandule: Another olden-day favourite was, 
of course, Oil of Lavender; only that distilled at Mit- 
cham, in Britain, was “official,” being prepared from the 
flowers of Lavandula vera. Foreign oil of lavender was 
considered inferior, being frequently obtained from 
Lavandula Spica. It was estimated that 60 pounds of 
flowers of the former variety yielded on an average 
of 16 fluid ounces of oil. 

Reminiscent of “Lavender and Old Lace” is the in- 
formation that “It relieves gastric uneasiness, low spirits, 
languor and faintness”! 

In times past the personal use of perfume seems to 
have savoured of sin, but no doubt perfume was used 
as a matter of necessity in a world less hygienic than 
now. Shakespeare introduced a sinister note in “Mac- 
beth” when the Lady Macbeth cries: “All the perfumes 
of Arabia will not sweeten this little hand.” 

Fortunately in these days a more wholesome attitude 
permits an uninhibited enjoyment of the esthetic value 
and medical benefits of perfume. 


Perfume in Nature 

Infinitely varied in its ingenuity is the role of perfume 
in nature. In both the vegetable and animal kingdom 
the use of scent is often too subtle for detection by 
the human olfactory nerve, but such extreme sensitivity 
in natures’ children ensures continuation of the species. 

The delicate individual scents of flowers ensure that 
cross-polination of the species shall be true to type. 
Smell leads the creatures to ‘sources of food; enables 
them to find their mates; repels enemies and warns them 
of danger. 

Perfumes are volatile oils held in minutes sacs in 
leaves, seeds, flower petals and the rinds of fruits. The 
parallel of this anatomic arrangement finds repetition 
in the animal world. 


Perfumed Butterflies 

It may not be generally known that the wings of 
butterflies are as delicately perfumed as the flowers they 
frequent. In both sexes the scent glands are present as 
small sacs on the wings. In the male they form a sex 
brand, or patches of specialised scales (androconia), 
found in various situations on the wings. 

Butterfly odours are divided into two groups—those 
that may be somewhat offensive, and those that are 
flower-like. In the former group the odour is strongest 
in the female and acts as a deterrent to enemies, as a 
special protection for the sex responsible for continua- 
tion of the species. In the perfumed group the fragrant 
emanations are more pronounced in the male, and en- 
able the sexes to discover one another and aid the male 
to court his female amourette. 

Usually the female waits placidly while the male flut- 
ters unceasingly above, closing and opening his wings 
rapidly as if fanning the scent over the expectant 
female. 

The Eupleea or crow butterflies unfold brilliant tufts 
of fiuffy hairs at the end of the abdomen, and with these 
brush their scent scales; the fragrant dust thus gathered 
is then shaken upon the air—an action reminiscent of 
some dandy of long ago, delicately shaking powder from 
a powder-puff. 

Recently in breeding out the Common Black Crow 
butterfly (Euplea corinna) from the remarkable silvery 
pupz, a male emerged from one, and soon I noticed 
that odd crow butterflies fluttering past in the garden 
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without, suddenly began to flutter at the open windows 
seeking entry; all these were females, apparently 
attracted by the now-mature male within the house. 

Research into butterfly scent is still incomplete, but 
among Australian species may be mentioned the migrat- 
ory Caperwhite (Anapheis java teutonia) whose wings 
emit an indefinable delicate odour. Perfumes emitted 
by butterflies have been described as clove-pink, sweet 
briar, freezia, etc. 

Among the “Browns” or woodnymphs, Heteronympha 
merope, the male smells slightly of molasses, whereas 
the female has a flowery scent suggestive of Syringa. 

There can be no doubt that these scents are related 
to courtship and illustrate one of nature’s devices to 
ensure perpetuation of the race. 

Not all odours in the butterfly world are pleasant; the 
caterpillars of the Papilionide or Swallowtail butter- 
flies, when disturbed, protrude a bright-orange forked 
organ which emits a pungent odour to warn predatory 
enemies, both human and otherwise. 


Floral Nectar and the Honey-Bee 

It is largely due to the honey-bee’s precise sense of 
smell that we continue to enjoy the beauties of our 
flowering earth. Only by the honey-bee’s discrimination 
between one flower species and another are we enabled 
to exploit the marvels of pollination for betterment 
of crops, fruits and flowers. 

Omar Khayyam, the Persian noet, observed: 

And look—a thousand blossoms with the Day 
Woke—and a thousand scattered into clay: 
but not before the bees had pollinated them to set the 
seed of future generations. 

Just how acutely the bees can distinguish one scent 
from another has been proven by experiments in the 
field. Modern research on the honey-bee has been car- 
ried out by Karl von Frisch, the great German scientist. 
He writes: 

“If we watch bees foraging in a meadow full of flowers 
we can notice the following curious facts: We may see 
one bee hurrying from one clover blossom to another, 
taking no notice of other flowers, while a second is flying 
from one forget-me-not to another without paying any 
attention to clover or any other flower, while a thi 
appears to be interested in nothing but thyme. Follow- 
ing the matter up, we find that over a period of several 
days one and the same worker will collect honey from 
one kind of flower only. Biologists declare her to be 
‘flower constant.’ This constancy applies to an individual 
bee, not to the whole colony. While one squad of 
workers is foraging on clover, other groups flying out 
during the same period, and from the same hive, may 
choose forget-me-nots, thyme, or various other flowers 
as the case may be, for their foraging flights.” 

Such “flower constancy” is essential for successful 
pollenation: a flower must receive pollen of its own 
particular kind in order to set seed. Microscopic exami- 
nation of pollen grains demonstrates that their form is 
representative of the flower whence they came. Enlarged 
beneath the microscope, they are jewels of fretted gold 
wrought by a master hand. 

We may wonder how it is that a fast-flying bee can 
discern one flower from another with such accuracy. 
The bee can distinguish not more than four different 
colours of the spectrum; so colour is only partially a 
guide, nor can her eyes distinguish the Bos of a 
flower as our eyes do. 

But each flower of a kind has its own particular scent. 
As the scents must be as varied as the infinite variety 
of the flowers, it is of interest to see just how precise is 
the bee’s sense of smell. 

The bees are subjected to a “training method” by 
which they may be induced to demonstrate our theory 
in practice. Firstly, a small dish of honey is placed 
on a table in the open air. Very soon a few bees are 
attracted by this offering, and proceed to carry it home 
to the hive.

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As already shown by their activities among the 
flowers of the field, the same insect always returns to 
its source of supply. The bees have now entered upon 
their training course. 

Now the honey is removed to a small box with a lid 
and an entrance hole in front, whereby they are enticed 
to enter. Soon the honey is replaced by a dish of sugar 
water, in which is floated a fragrant flower, such as a 
rose. Near this box thus charged are now placed some 
empty boxes, which are frequently interchanged regard- 
ing position, so that the bee which had an excellent 
locality-memory may not become accustomed to any one 
position of the feeding box. In this way the bee’s only 
guide to the right box is the scent within. 

Will the bee choose the right box? After a few hours, 
a decisive experiment is conducted by replacing all the 
boxes by perfectly clean ones, but in one of them is 
placed a rose, but no food whatsoever. Almost immedi- 
ately one bee after another flies toward the entrance 
of the scented box and crawls inside to investigate, 
whereas not a single bee has entered any of the un- 
scented boxes. 

So far so good. Now we wish to find out the relative 
efficiency of the bee’s nose in discriminating between 
different flower types and scents. So, in addition to the 
rose-scented box to which the bees have been trained, 
we now place boxes in position containing a variety of 
other scents. 

For this experiment, however, it is not expedient to 
use real flowers. Instead, oils, such as parrafin, are used 
which have absorbed the fragrance of flower petals, such 
as jasmine, orange blossom, etc., in a very pure form. 
A few drops of such oils placed in the cardboard boxes 
fill them with fragrance. 

For this experiment a dozen clean boxes may be used, 
each provided with a different scent. What will the 
bees do now? The bees investigate every box, one by 
one, but only at the box where the original training 
scent was present do the bees adequately reconnoitre, 
and finally enter to look for their accustomed food. 

Such a series of experiments conclusively prove that 
the bee is “flower-constant” through its sense of smell. 
Also bees can discriminate between closely related per- 
fumes, such as the difference between two essential 
oils derived from two different kinds of orange rind. 


A Spider Enchantress 


Concealed by day amongst the foliage of trees and 
shrubs, The Australian Spider, Celeenia excavata, attracts 
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scant attention of her curious camouflage. 
She is called the Death’s-head spider by the suggested 
resemblance to a tiny skull and cross-bones as she 
crouches motionless upon a leaf. 

Indeed, insensitive to heat or cold, oblivious to all 
about her during the daylight hours, she remains in a 
death-like trance. Even when twilight steals through 
the groves there is often little change in her attitude. 

For long science was mystified by Celenia’s apparent 
abstinence from food, and it was not known in what 
manner she might capture her prey, as she did not hunt, 
nor did she make any snare. 

I had discussed this problem with the late Mr. Keith 
McKeown, of the Australian Museum, and he suggested 
that I should keep one under continuous observation 
in the hope of elucidating the spider’s life history. 

Night after night Celenia was kept under observation. 
The notes I wrote at this time and which were sub- 
sequently published in “Australian Spiders,” by Keith 
C. McKeown, are of interest because they were the 
authentic outcome of first-hand observation; so I repro- 
duce here the relevant text: 

Among the leaves of a rose rambler I found... a 
cluster of round egg-sacs tied together with spider silk; 
moreover, clinging to the bottom of the mass was the 
spider mother herself. She was a full-grown specimen 
of Celenia excavata. . . Caleenia was a devoted mother, 
so it seemed. Through the hottest summer days, she 
clung motionless, with closely-folded legs, beneath her 
egg-sacs. These were peculiar objects, being com 
of closely-woven, dun-coloured silk. They could be 
likened to some small round fruit with a crisp pa 
shell, marbled with peculiar chocolate stripes. ac 
sphere was attached to the next by strands of silk, the 
whole bundle itself being held in mid-air by cables 
attached to various rose leaves and stems in the vicinity. 
... Certainly Celenia showed no inclination to reveal 
the inner secrets of her life; indeed, she remained as 
impassive as any painted figure in a Pieter de Hooch 
interior. 

Day after day she remained motionless in her ap- 
pointed position; even at night she did not stir. Thus 
through many weeks of daily inspection by day and by 
night she might have been a “Death’s Head” in reality. 

On the night of January 30, 1946, a scum of cloud 
obscured the stars; a cold east wind blew. Surely no 
night for insects to be abroad. Yet for the first time 
Calenia had moved from her egg-sacs and was found 
clinging to the tip of a nearby rose-leaf. Her attitude 
was peculiar, her balance seemingly precarious; she 
clung to the edge of the leaf. All the while, the front 

ir of legs curved forward in a true raptorial attitude. 

ndoubtedly she waited to grasp some chance prey, 
from the air itself, it seemed. 

As the light of the torch fell upon her, the forelegs 
quivered jerkily, the rhythm being reminiscent of* 
Morse code seen, but not heard. Surely such a mode 
of catching or attracting prey was fraught with great 
uncertainty? Apart from the peculiar rhythmic move- 
ments of her forelegs, shining in the torchlight, certain 
hairs or cilia along the spider’s legs seemed to be in a 
constant state of undulatory vibration.* 

A few weeks passed, during which Celewnia was left 
entirely to her own devices. Nightly in passing by, a 
torch was flashed in the direction of Cel@nia’s haunt in 
the rose-vine. Nightly she was poised as usual! at the 
end of her leaf, always her larder was empty. Not once 
had she caught anything—her efforts as a huntress were 
a dismal failure. 

Then, one night near the end of February, Celenia 
for the first time had caught a victim that she herself 
had lured to destruction. It was a moth. Again, the 
following night she had caught a similar moth. Now, 
night after night, she was successful in catching this 
particular type of moth, sometimes several of the same

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species, which were bitten, and trussed in silk, to swing, 
forlorn little bundles from her silken cable. On many 
occasions—until the middle of March—Celenia had suc- 
cessful hunting. Always she caught this one kind of 
moth; not once did she capture any other victim. 


The moths proved to be Periphyra sanguinipuncta 
Guenée—originally placed in the genus Amphipyra—a 
widely distributed member of the great family 
ese gem Every example taken by the spider was a 
male! 


Now was posed a problem of the greatest fascination— 
by what subtle device does the Orchard spider lure the 
prey to its doom? Mr. Keith C. McKeown, in proffering 
an opinion on the problem, wrote: 


“Here we have no really tangible facts, but must de- 
pend wholly upon reasoning. Various opinions have 
covered the senses of sight, smell, and hearing; but 
which of them most closely fits the observed details? 
In my own personal opinion I consider that the solution 
of the problem lies in odour, and, perhaps, odour alone, 
but of a special nature. It will be recalled that the 
moth prey consists of certain species of Noctuid moths, 
and in the case of Celenia of males only of these species. 
It is on this fact that I base my theory. It is well known 
that the females of certain moths, and other insects, 
when desirous of a mate, distil a subtle perfume, wind- 
borne and beyond human powers of olfactory detection. 
This irresistible perfume serves unerringly to guide the 
lovelorn suitor to his waiting and expectant bride. The 
fact that, on the existing evidence, Celenia attracts 
male, and only male moths, impels me to the conclusion 
that the spider, when hunting, emits an odour so similar 
to that of the female Noctuid moth as to draw irresistibly 
the males to her. It is not contended that this is a 
species odour, since more than one species is attracted, 
but sufficiently close to impel the males to approach 
near enough to meet their doom. The spider is a decep- 
tive Cupid that with her “siren song” lures the unfor- 
tunate lovers to their fate. 


“I wrote to Mrs. Lowry, suggesting that the spider’s 
lure might prove to be such a scent, and asked her 
whether she could confirm or refuse such a theory from 
her observations. This request elicited a further note 
on Celenia’s hunting.” 


Accordingly, the following note was supplied: 


We had always noticed that each evening Celenia 
apparently caught her moth just as dusk gave place to 
night. So, anxious to observe the event, and a practical 
demonstration of the scent theory, we decided to 
wait and watch. Night was fast descending upon the 
orchard, and Celenia, in her apple-tree, hung a little 
below her four suspended egg-sacs, and with forelegs 
outstretched awaited the coming of her prey. Her home 
was located in the open space, usually in the centre of 
the tree. Time passed—other than occasional flexing of 
her forelegs, Celenia remained absolutely motionless. 
Apart from one flash of the torch to ascertain the spider’s 
position, we too waited now in the darkness of the 
starry night. Soon, against the first afterglow lingering 
in the sky, a pale-winged moth appeared, flying directly 
towards the tree. Now it circled over the tree, lower 
and lower, and down through the leaves, until it was 
circling within twelve inches of the spider, round and 
round the central space free of leaves. 


A brief flash of the torch showed Celenia quite ready, 
for now her forelegs had snapped back into that extra- 
ordinary reversed position, previously described, so 
that they lay together against the dorsal surface of her 
body. Now in the darkness, the moth could be vaguely 
discerned circling closer and closer to the spider, until, 
a second later, the sound of a frenzied fluttering told 
of Celenia’s success. 

The spider held the struggling moth firmly, using her 
fangs to end its life. Binding the wings with silk, she

prepared to settle down to her evening meal. The moth 
proved to be a male of Cirphis unipuncta. 


This little nature drama enacted at nightfall and the 
sight of the bewitched moth circling inevitably closer 
to the waiting spider was one of the most surprising 
and prettiest scenes ever witnessed.* 


This little nature drama was later observed in detail 
on three separate occasions.* 


During summers that have since scattered the rose, 
again and again Celenia has, like the mythical sirens, 
lured the moths by strange enchantment to their deaths. 
As many as 30 dead moths of the same species—all males 
—have bestrewn the ground beneath Celenia’s hide- 
out... . Of her particular brand of scent we know 
nothing—a scent so potent, so subtle, science would give 
much to discover. 


Lure of the Moon Moths 


Among the moths the sense of smell is of the greatest 
importance in finding suitable mates. During various 
experiments entomologists have captured a number of 
female moths in cages, while the male counterparts 
were painted with identifying marks and released some 
miles away downwind from the cages. In some instances 
the male moths were able to detect the odour of the 
females up to distances of nine miles. 


Ma‘e moths have been known to try to mate with 
laboratory bottles containing certain essential oils; so 
it may be that the scents emitted by some female moths 
resemble these oils. Unfortunately, the human olfactory 
sense is unable to detect these subtle moth odours. 
Although, as already mentioned, the perfumed wings 
of certain species of butterflies can be detected by the 
human nose. 


The males of some moths possess much-branched and 
feathered antennae, and this increase in the surface area 
of the organs allows for the presence of a much larger 
number of sensory organs than are borne on the simple 
and thread-like antennae of the corresponding females. 
The latter produce their luring scent from glands near 
the hind tip of the body, and the odours so diffused 
thus attract the males from great distances. This faculty 
in the male moth is known as “assembling” and as many 
as 50 males have been known to cluster around a single 
female. Only unmated females exercise this attraction. 
Any place where the female has rested retains the 
scent for some time and will falsely attract the males 
to that spot. The scent is borne by air-currents, and 
should the males be subjected to experiment by coating 
the antennae with some impervious substance, the male 
moths are rendered incapable of discovering the female. 
Apparently sight plays no part in detecting the females, 
as blinded males still respond undeviatingly to the 
female’s lure. 


Scent in the Vertebrate World 


Although sensitivity to perfume is so vital in the 
world of the invertebrate animals, it is not unknown 
among the larger vertebrate animals. The chief sources 
of perfumery in the animal kingdom which served as 
fixatives for other more ephemeral perfumes were 
ambergris from the sperm whale, castor from the glands 
of the beaver, musk from the musk deer, and civet from 
the civet-cat of Africa. Or it is more accurate to say 
that these substances were more used in times past than 
they are now. 

Ambergris is a secretion found sometimes in the 
stomach of the sperm whale, often in lumps up to 100 
Ib. in weight. Occasionally it is found floating on the 
sea or washed up on beaches after storms, having been 
vomited by the whale. It is a wax-like greyish material 
with a peculiar but not unpleasant odour. It is thought 
that the presence of cuttlefish beaks in the whale’s 
alimentary canal may cause the secretion. Chemically 
It melts at about

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60° centigrade and at 100° volatilizes to a white vapour. 
Ambergris is soluble in hot alcohol, and in a purified 
form is, or was, used in perfumery as a fixative. 


Castor is a secretion obtained from the abdominal tail 
glands of the North American beaver, and consists of 
a highly odorous thin yellow or orange fluid; the so- 
called castor sacs of commerce are supplied in a dried 
state to the trade. Russian castor is inferior to the 
Canadian product. Canadian castor appears to contain 
volatile oil, resin, castorin and saline or animal matters. 


Musk comes from the musk deer from the moun- 
tainous regions of Asia. The musk sac is peculiar to 
the male deer, and in the adult animal it contains 60-90 
grains of musk, which is described as being reddish- 
brown, granular, and having the appearance of soft 
ginger-bread. 

Two kinds of musk were known to commerce—China 
or Tibet musk and Russian or Siberian musk. The 
Chinese product was once imported in small rectangular 
boxes, covered externally with silk. These boxes con- 
tained about twenty-five sacs, or “pods,” which were 
oval membranous sacs clothed in bristly fur. The grain 
musk (the contents of the sac) was granular, unctous, 
and dark reddish-brown, with a bitter aromatic taste, 
and a remarkably strong and persistent smell. Good 
musk retains its odour for more than a century. 

The Russian musk was inferior and the odour is 
remarkably different, being much less powerful and 
disagreeable, even nauseous. 

An analysis of musk shows that, unlike other sub- 
stances of an odorous nature, its matter is not highly 
volatile; musk cannot be deprived of its odour by 
distillation. 

Civet is a scented substance obtained from the civet- 
cat of Africa. Civet is a pale yellow oily substance with 
a strong odour strangely resembling musk. It is obtained 
from glands situated near the tail of these animals. 
This substance is used as a perfume, but not so much in 
these times, the scent being unpleasant to many people. 

Many of these animal substances are now somewhat 
obsolete in this modern scientific age of synthetics; also 
because of their increasing rarity. 


The Olfactory Sense of Man 

In a number of mammals the sense of smell is the 
most important of all the senses. The olfactory sense 
organ of the dog, for instance, closely resembles the 
structure of that found in man, but, of course, so much 
more sensitive. In the skull of the dog there are much 
more complex scroll-like bones present in the nasal 
cavities. 

The media for the olfactory sense in man consist of 
a series of epithelial cells, columnar in form and ter- 
minating each in a tuft of six to eight hair-like pro- 
cesses. The base of each of these cells becomes a nerve 
fibre which extends along the olfactory nerve to the 
brain. The olfactory sense organ may be said to be a 
layer of sensory cells present on the septum and certain 
coiled bones in the nose. 

Perfumed or odorous substances give off volatile par- 
ticles which are drawn into the nose on currents of air 
and so stimulate the olfactory nerves; even air drawn 
through the mouth may have a somewhat similar effect 
if charged with scent. 

Nature may vary the design, but generally throughout 
the animal world the pattern of the sense-cell terminat- 
ing in a nerve fibre and so carrying a message to the 
brain, whether it be to the conscious mind of man, or 
merely to the involuntary instinct of the lower creatures, 
such remains constant, and so serves nature’s manifold 
functions.

PHENACETIN AND NEPHRITIS 


Phenacetin, in combination with other drugs, is taken 
in enormous quantities in Australia. Occasional doses 
probably do little or no harm, but it has been claimed 
that prolonged abuse of phenacetin containing anal- 

esics can cause a form of chronic interstitial nephritis. 

ith this in mind B. Harvald, F. Valdorf-Hansen and 
A. Nielsen have made extensive experiments on the 
effects of phenacetin on the kidneys of 27 phenacetin 
addicts, at the same time allowing for the fact that most 
of the phenacetin used in the preparation of analgesic 
tablets contains acetic-4-chloranilide as an impurity. 
Eleven patients were given phenacetin entirely free 
from acetic-4-chloranilide, eight patients had phenacetin 
containing 0.13% of acetic-4-chloranilide, and eight had 
phenacetin containing 0.30% of acetic-4-chloranilide. 
After a preliminary period of three days without any 
drugs, three , ogy of the phenacetin were given 
daily for five days. Quantitative changes in the ary 
sediment determined by the Addis method were used 
as a measure of renal irritation. 

A significant increase in the erythrocyte count in the 
urinary sediment was found during treatment with both 
of the preparations containing acetic-4-chloranilide. 
When pure phenacetic was given a slight but not signi- 
ficant rise was found. It seems that the effect on the 
kidneys is due, not to the phenacetin, but to the acetic- 
4-chloranilide impurity. Acetic-4-chloranilide is a much 
more potent former of methaemoglobin than is phena- 
cetin, and this may be responsible for the renal irrita- 
tion. Analysis of 22 p rations of phenacetin revealed 
contamination varying from 0.02% 064%. The Bri- 
tish Pharmacopoeia permits a maximum of 0.35% of 
acetic-4-chloranilide. It seems that persons who re- 

arly and often take such preparations as A.P.C. pow- 
ers or tablets should be examined for renal damage.

A New Hypotensive Drug 
GUANETHIDINE 


Guanethidine, a recently developed drug from the Ciba research laboratories, has been described pharmacologi- 
cally as a “sympathetic nervous inhibitor.” Its action is such that it belongs neither to the category of ganglion- 
blockers nor to that of the sympathicolytics or adrenolytics. 


Chemically, the drug is 2-perhydroazocin-1’-yl-ethyl guanidinium sulphate.

Guanethidine is chemically unrelated to bretylium tosylate (Refer “A.J.P.,” Nov., 1959, p. 1232), but it appears 
to lower blood pressure similarly by inhibiting adrenergic nerve action. 


Guanethidine is long-acting (once-daily dosage). Unlike the ganglionic blocking drugs, guanethidine does not 
affect the parasympathetic system; constipation, paralytic ileus and dry mouth do not normally occur. Sexual 
function does not appear to be affected except for occasional loss of libido. Nasal congestion similar to that caused 
by reserpine may occur, as well as a feeling of tiredness and weakness, probably due to reduced sympathetic tone, 
and is not attributable to a central sedative action. With larger doses orthostatic hypotension may occur. 


The increase in the number of bowel movements occasionally met with usually abates spontaneously after a few 
days or, alternatively, can be counteracted by prescribing a parasympatholytic. 
Guanethidine is contra-indicated in phaeochromocytoma. 


Combined Therapy.--Guanethidine may also be given in conjunction with other antihypertensive drugs such 
as reserpine, the hydrazinophthalazines (Apresoline) and the benzothiadiazine oral diuretics. It is possible in some 
cases with combined therapy to reduce the dose of both drugs.

ORGANIC-CHEMICAL REMEDIES AND THEIR 
SYNONYMS 


Just published by Akademie-Verlag, Leipziger Strasse 
3-4, Berlin, W.1, this work gives an overall survey con- 
cerning the organic-chemical combinations used as 
remedies (synthetic combinations and natural sub- 
stances). 


The scientific constitutional names, the structural for- 
mulae and over 10,000 synonyms, which are used on the 
international market as commercial names and abbre- 
viations, are applied for more than 2000 elementary 
chemical remedies defined by a sum-formula. The new 
system arranged according to rising (increasing?) sum- 
formulae (system by Hill) allows, even without know- 
ledge of a synonym, each medicine to be found by way 
of the sum-formula. Through the alphabetical arrange- 
ment of the synonyms in a register, it is possible to 
establish (find) the constitution of each unknown 
remedy, and if required to clear up the identity with 
a familiar synonym. The taking up of the most impor- 
tant historic-pharmaceutical remedies, which today are 
regarded as obsolete, also serve the editor’s aim to 
create an extensively complete survey—independent of 
the actual therapeutic value of each remedy. Thus this 
book represents a valuable reference for the pharma- 
ceutic, doctor (especially pharmacologist) and pharma- 
ceutical chemist.

THE COST OF MEDICAL CARE 


In a recent study from the International Labour Office 
(Geneva), entitled “The cost of Medical Care,” informa- 
tion has been assembled about the supply of medical 
care and its total cost in fourteen countries with large- 
scale social security medical care services and in the 
United States. The remuneration of doctors and den- 
— ~ and outside national schemes has also been 
studied. 


The following chapters are included in this book: 
Description of persons protected and contingencies cov- 
ered—expenditure on medical benefits and cost of medi- 
cal care—trends in expenditure on medical care—the 
income of medical practitioners—and conclusions (the 
cost of medical care in terms of the average income and 
trends in expenditure of social security schemes). 


With the aid of various devices to overcome differ- 
ences in the extent of care received and currency diffi- 
culties, the available annual statistics have been tabu- 
lated in such a manner as to be comparable both within 
a given country and between countries. In this way it 
has been possible to formulate tentative answers to 
questions of eg al importance for the future de- 
velopment of health insurance.

PHARMACEUTICAL BENEFITS 


Sir,—A review of two months operations of the new 
Pharmaceutical Benefits structure leads only to one con- 
clusion, that pharmacy was wilfully misled by the 
Federal Negotiating Committee when they sent out a 
circular with the recent plebiscite to chemists asking 
them to accept the new scheme. 


This applies especially to the smaller pharmacy, which 
is going to be hit largely by the infamous large pack 
standard pack arrangement, which was never disclosed 
till the regulations were issued. Here are two typical 
examples of the real price paid under the old and new 
schemes, both of which inevitably come under the “large 
pack” structure. 


Digoxin 
Tablets 100 12/6 12/3 1/6 2/9 ll1/- 9/6 
Achromycin 16 68/2 67/5 1/6 2/9 66/8 64/8 


Under the old scheme, pharmacy was robbed of hun- 
dreds of thousands of pounds under the so-called 
“ullage” provision, which meant a low price for sulpha 
drugs. 

Now conditions have been worsened by the new pro- 
vision. Statistics notwithstanding, chemists will in these 
two cases be receiving 1/6 and 2/- less respectively 
than before. These are items in which even the smallest 
pharmacy will be penalised. Dozens of other examples 
from penicillin to pentobarb capsules can be selected. 
All other items commonly dispensed. 


If we are not wary, before 12 months 4re over the 
Commonwealth Health Department will apply this for- 
mula to extemporaneously prepared scripts, and base 
prices on a gallonage rate instead of 8 oz. Before things 
get worse, pharmacy should demand the removal of these 
anomalies.—Yours, etc.,

Royal Opening Ceremony 


The most important pharmaceutical event in April 
was the official opening of the School of Pharmacy, Lon- 
don University, by Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth the 
Queen Mother, acting in her capacity as Chancellor of 
the University. After a number of presentations to the 
Chancellor, Sir Harry Jephcott, as Chairman of the 
School of Pharmacy Council, welcomed Her Majesty. 
He said that their School bore unmistakable witness to 
the importance which the Pharmaceutical Society had 
always placed upon education. It had been founded by 
the Society 118 years ago—within a year of the Society’s 
own formation. At that time the School had the dis- 
tinction of being the only institution in this country pro- 
viding tuition in practical chemistry; its laboratories 
preceded by several years those at University College, 
and the first professor of chemistry at the School 
of Pharmacy subsequently had become the first holder of 
the Chair of Practical Chemistry at University College. 
“In 1925 a degree of Bachelor of Pharmacy was estab- 
lished at the University,” continued Sir Harry. “Even 
so, the Pharmaceutical Society remained financially re- 
sponsible for the maintenance of the School for, until 
the end of the Second World War, the sums put annu- 
ally at the disposal of the Schoo] by the University could 
be regarded only as token grants.” The building in which 
they were meeting provided further evidence of the in- 
terest of the Pharmaceutical Society in the well-being 
of the School, for it had been planned by the Society in 
1935 with the object of providing better accommodation 
for the School and for the Society itself. “Your Majesty 
has taken particular interest in the University Colleges 
within the Commonwealth that are in special relation 
with the University of London. It may please you to 
learn that this School has found it possible to be of ser- 
vice to those overseas Colleges both by providing teach- 
ing staff and by facilitating frequent visits of its pro- 
fessors to aid in the development of pharmaceutical edu- 
cation and in the conduct of examinations.” The School’s 
own student body, said Sir Harry, had always included 
a substantial proportion of students from overseas. At 
the present moment there were no less than 30 overseas 
students, undergraduate and post-graduate taken to- 
gether, from 16 countries, including almost all those of 
the Commonwealth. By graciously honouring them with 
her presence that day Her Majesty had indeed made it 
a red letter day in the history of the School. Their 
gratitude was unbounded. 


The Queen Mother's Reply 


Her Majesty said: “I would like to congratulate the 
School on the progress which it has made since its 
foundation 118 years ago, and, in particular, since 1925, 
when it became a School of the University. For it can 
be justly proud of the influence which it has exercised 
on pharmaceutical education. In this century the edu- 
cation of the pharmacist has changed from a meagre 
academic course, followed by a long apprenticeship, to 
a full honours discipline in the University augmented 
by a brief period of practical training. This change was 
essential in order to keep pace with the metamorphosis 
of pharmacy itself from an art—or craft—tinct with 


a soupcon of mystery \laughter), to a profession 
based on sound scientific principles. No doubt there 
are some who regret the disappearance of old re 
which bore such romantic names as Dragon’s Blood, but 
there is still a touch of magic in the drugs which modern 
medical science, with the indispensable aid of the phar- 
—_ has evolved in the never-ending fight against 
isease.” 


The Pharmaceutical Society, continued Her Maj . 
deserved the warmest thanks for the part it played 
the development of the School. It had every right to 
be proud that the seed it had sown so many years ago 
had grown into such a sturdy plant, and she hoped that 
the Society would continue to show its interest and give 
its support in the future. The School was making an 
important contribution to the life of the country, as was 
proved by the number of its graduates who were em- 
ployed in the pharmaceutical and chemical industries; 
in fact, the demand for their services far exceeded the 
supply. In the realm of research, too, the School had 
always been most active, and the value of its work was 
recognised throughout the world. Members of the phar- 
maceutical profession had a double satisfaction in that, 
while they were following the career of their choice, 
they could at the same time provide a valuable service 
to mankind. Not all professions were so fortunate, and 
she hoped that, in the training which was given there, 
this dual purpose would always be kept in the forefront. 


The vote of thanks to Her Majesty was pro by 
the Dean of the School, Professor W. H. Linnell. 


Hospitals and Spiritual Healers 
The National Federation of Spiritual Healers have 
been making attempts to gain general admission to the 
wards of hospitals, and have applied for this privilege 
to many management committees. The attitude of man- 
agement committees has varied considerably, and now ~ 
the British Medical Association has denied that it s 
ports the presence of these workers. In a leading article 
in the “British Medical Journal” it says that some hos- 
pital authorities have the impression that the B.MLA. 
approves of the presence of these healers. “This is not 
the case ... the Secretary of the Association has ex- 
pressed the hope that hospital management committees 
will hold their hands until the Council of the B.M.A. 
has given its views on this subject.” The article ex- 
presses the hope that some members of Parliament will 
ask the Minister of Health whether it is the policy of 
his Ministry to admit to state hospitals healers who c 
to cure diseases by “supernormal” means. 


Drugs and Drivers 


Road accidents constitute one of the major internal 
problems facing Great Britain today, and casualties and 
deaths are steadily increasing. In an article on the 
medical aspects of road safety published in the “Lancet,” 
Dr. L. G. Norman, chief medical officer of the London 
Transport Executive, says that a doctor who prescribes 
drugs which may affect the taker’s ability to drive have 
a duty to inform the patient of the potential risks. He 
emphasises that the patient cannot be expected to know 
the possible effects and side effects unless he is told by 
the prescriber. Hypnotics, sedatives and tranquillisers 
should be prescribed with caution, and as there is a 
great variation from patient to patient in the side effects 
of preparations to combat allergies, patients on such 

reparations should not drive until they have estab- 
ished by trial that rng do not experience significant 
side effects. There are hazards from amphetamine and 
other stimulants to the central nervous system, which 
are used to pep up long-distance lorry drivers and keep 
them awake. en the effect wears off fatigue and de- 
pression follow the initial stimulant. Large doses may 
induce headaches, agitation, irritability and impai 
concentration, or briefly a condition of unfitness to drive. 
These preparations should not be taken by drivers. ‘ 
Norman suggests that there is a need to determine

Hospital Pharmacists’ Salaries 

In a recent News Letter, details were given of the 

rincipal increases in salary for hospital pharmacists. 

harmacists employed on a part-time basis also will re- 
ceive higher rates. Attention at late clinics will be at 
12/ 6 per hour, and this will apply to pharmacists work- 
ing 24 hours or less per week. The increase will be 
back-dated to January 1, 1960. 


Hezulth Service Examination 

The “New Statesman,” a weekly journal with pro- 
nounced leftish views, recently published a four-page 
supplement on the Health Service. In a reference to 
the pharmaceutical industry the article said that it was 
consistent. with the Service’s blind side on preventive 
medicine that such research had been left largely to 
private firms, making the advantage to the Service itself 
“indirect, fortuitous and expensive.” The “possible pub- 
lic ownership or control of the drug industry” was not 
a subject which fell within the scope of the “New States- 
man” study, but it was “clearly relevant to the problem 
of the rising cost of the service.” The conclusion of the 
review was that the Health Service could be expanded 
until it was the fully comprehensive service its founders 
intended or it could be narrowed until only a limited 
range of facilities was available without additional pay- 
ment. “We must shortly decide.” 


Annual Report 

The Annual Report of the Council of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society, which will be submitted to members at 
the annual meeting on May 18, states, inter alia, that 
the Council were glad to welcome and entertain a num- 
ber of visitors from overseas, including Mr. Eric Scott, 
President of the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria; Mr. 
Nigel Manning, President of the Pharmacy Board of 
Victoria; and Mr. Keith Attiwill, at that time Director 
of Pharmaceutical Public Relations in Australia. 


Pharmaceutical Ethics 


The report states that a number of cases involving 
the advertising of dispensing services, including the de- 
scription “dispensing chemist,” were referred to the 
Statutory Committee during the year. (The most im- 

rtant of these, in which a large company chemist was 
involved, was reported in an earlier News Letter.) Now 
the Council wish further to draw the attention of phar- 
macists who may contemplate advertising to the possi- 
bility that they may inadvertently infringe “professional 
standards currently recognised” in relation to the adver- 
tising of dispensing services. Advertisements appearing 
for example in parish magazines and similar publica- 
tions show that insufficient care is taken in this respect. 

A subject which has given the Council much concern 
is that of unsatisfactory premises. Every effort is made 
to assist pharmacists who, for health or other reasons, 
have fallen short in maintaining proper standards of 
order and cleanliness in their premises, but it should be 
recognised that unless adequate improvements are made 
in such cases the Council may have no option but to 
report them to the Statutory Committee. 

On the setting up of the Advertising Inquiry Commit- 
tee on the initiative of Mr. Francis Noel-Baker and other 


members of Parliament, the Council accepted an invi- . 


tation to appoint an observer, and Mr. W. K. Fitch was 
appointed for this purpose. 


New Legislation 

Some important changes have been made in the 
Poisons Rules, particularly on the preparations which 
can only be obtained on prescription, ie., the Fourth 
Schedule Poisons. This Schedule has been divided into 
two parts; in Part A the same strict rules as to names 
and addresses of practitioners and an indication of the 
dose, apply. For those in Part B, a prescription in writ- 
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ing, dated and signed by the prescriber, is sufficient. 
Thyroid gland preparations have been transferred to 
this section; formerly they could be obtained without 
prescription. A large number of androgenic and oestro- 
enic substances have also been placed in the Schedule. 
he position of many C.N.S. preparations also has been 
regularised by making them available on prescription 
only, e.g., Rauwolfia preparations, Bromvaletone and 
Carbromal, all of which were included in the list issued 
by the Council of the Society recommending pharma- 
cists only to supply on prescription. 


Name on Label 


Some months ago reference was made in these notes 
to the controversy on the merits or demerits of labelling 
dispensed medicines with the name, res | a proprie- 
tary one, of the contents. This is one of the problems 
which has been discussed by the Joint Committee of the 
Pharmaceutical Society and the British Medical Asso- 
ciation. It was reported to the Council of the Society 
that the Joint Committee decided to reply that if it was 
the wish of the prescriber that the name of a prepara- 
tion should appear on the label he should state this on 
the prescription; and that the use of abbreviations such 
as “N.P.” for this purpose was unacceptable in the phar- 
maceutical profession. An appropriate wording was 
recommended for a statement under “Labelling” in the 
General Notices in the B.N.F., to cover the point. The 
effect would be that the indication “N.P.” would not be 
recognised in future. 


Return to Full Pricing 

When chemists in England and Wales receive their 
peypaes for the prescriptions dispensed in May, it will 
the first time in almost a decade in which each and 
every prescription throughout the country has been indi- 
vidually priced. When the service began in 1948, there 
was a backlog of pricing from Insurance Committee 
work, due to the shortage of staff during the war. With 
the great influx of prescriptions this tended to grow, 
and to prevent a complete breakdown chemists reluct- 
antly agreed that only the more expensive prescrip- 
tions should be individually prices and that the re- 
mainder of their bundles should be priced on the average 
figure found from pricing 20 per cent. Once instituted, 
the Ministry of Health was wet to vary this sys- 
tem once it was in operation, and although there was a 
check each month of 1 per cent. of all chemists’ pre- 
scriptions to discover the variation between the true and 
actual sums paid, various startling discrepancies were 
ultimately discovered. Chemist contractors and the 
Joint — Committee each continued to press for a 
return to full pricing. Some four years ago it was ar- 
ranged that contractors with bundles under 500 prescrip- 
tions per month should have this advantage, and that 
the remaining chemists should have their prescriptions 
priced for three months each year. In the spring last 
year it was agreed that from August onwards all con- 
tractors with fewer than 1250 prescriptions should come 
on to full pricing, and this brought in around 50 per 
cent. of the businesses. In December this figure was 
extended to 2000, and now the few remaining contrac- 
tors go back to the old system. Prescriptions now must 
be sent in in doctor order, i.e., all prescriptions from the 
same doctor are placed together, whereas the interim 
system was dependent on the value of the prescriptions. 
This will prove of some inconvenience in the very large 
businesses as in central and suburban London, where 
dispensing is heavy, and prescriptions may come in from 
at least 200 doctors each month. However, as each pre- 
scription form bears on the back the doctor’s name and 
address from a rubber stamp, the former difficulty of 

deciphering signatures has been eradicated. 


Chemist Commended 
Most of the cases which are heard by pharmaceutical 
service committees arise from the Drug Testing Scheme, 
and not from complaints of members of the public. One 
which occurred recently had the rather unusual con- 


| 


clusion that the chemist was commended. A patient 
alleged delay in the supply of a medicine, and that this 
was normal at the pharmacy in question. The prescrip- 
tion called for tablets which were not in the Drug Tariff, 
and the chemist had obtained them on the succeeding 
day, which the committee regarded as fulfilling all the 
requirements that a preparation not in stock should be 
obtained as soon as possible, or fulfilling the obligation 
to dispense with reasonable promptitude. The only other 
delay that was suggested was that a child had been sent 
to collect a linctus which was palatable and contained a 
dangerous drug. The chemist had refused to hand this 
to the child. The committee considered that the phar- 
macist should be commended for his action in regard to 
this linctus. 


“The Way the Money Goes” 


In a Parliamentary reply, Sir Edward Boyle, the 
Financial Secretary to the Treasury, stated that 2/1 of 


every £1 of Government expenditure was for the Health 
Services; of the remaining 17/11 Defence absorbed 5/5 
the National Debt 2/3, Personal Payments 1/11, and 
Local Services were assisted to the extent of 3/1. 


Welsh-Australian Link 

An unusual link with early Australia occurs with the 
celebration of the 150th anniversary of the founding of 
the business of L. Rowland & Co. Ltd., of Wrexham, 
North Wales. The son of the founder, Edward Row- 
land, me ge to Australia and spent twenty years 
in Adelaide, where he opened a pharmacy, but after- 
wards returned to his native Wales. His nephew, Sir 
Leonard Bromfield Rowland, continued with the Wrex- 
ham business, and the late Mr. Knox Mawer, a past 
President of the Society, spent 45 years in the business. 
The existing front of the shop in Wrexham is over 120 
years old. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Chain Pharmacies 

Some concern is being expressed in organised phar- 
macy at the number of retail pharmacies being acquired 
by a holding company, a subsidiary of the largest whole- 
sale house in South Africa. Apparently 50 pharmacies 
are so owned or controlled. In a previous letter I in- 
dicated that there could be little sympathy for phar- 
macists who got themselves so financially involved that 
a wholesale house had to take them over. 

However, many pharmacists have made points which 
appear to be cogent. They recall, in the first place, a 
' previous occasion when a chain of pharmacies was in 
the course of formation, and which, according to my in- 
formants, indulged in price cutting. 

It is being said that such a chain of shops is in a 
particularly favourable position to cut prices, since it 
purchases at the lowest possible terms. However, it 
must be said in all justice that there is no evidence of 
such price cutting—and, for my own part, I do not be- 
lieve it will happen. After all, large organisations are 
run on sound financial lines, and they, above all others, 
should know what margins are necessary to run a phar- 
may successfully. 

This is not the only chain of pharmacies—I can bring 
to mind at least one other of about 100 pharmacies, 
which has been in existence for many years, operating 
in both the wholesale and retail fields. It does not seem 
to have created any animosity amongst the pharmacists 
in the surrounding districts, and one must therefore 
presume that harmony reigns. j 

This particular chain seems to specialise in medical 
benefit dispensing and, since this type of dispensing is 
done at greatly reduced prices, it would seem that the 
wholesale-retail organisation is in a very favourable 
position to contract for this. . 

The only possible danger is that as this type of dispens- 


ing grows it reduces the possibility of other pharmacists 
getting increased prices for dispensing, since it is difficult 
to put prices up for one section of the community, whilst 
another gets its medicines at much lower prices. In 
view of the present inquiry into the (alleged) high cost 
of medicines, it is a dangerous situation when one large 
section of the public receives its medicine at as much 
as 20 per cent. below the normal prices. 

With the growth of chains of pharmacies there is 
created, however, a new problem, dependent upon the 
relatively small number of pharmacics and pharmacists 
in the Union. When there are only 3000 chemists on 
the Register, and only 1400 retail pharmacies, the crea- 
tion of organisations employing a comparatively large 
number of pharmacists poses problems in relation to 
elections for the Pharmaceutical Society’s offices and 
perhaps even for seats on the Pharmacy Board. A 
combined wholesaler-retailer group could, in theory, at 
least, control a large block of votes, and, with a small 
total electorate, swing an election. There is no evidence 
that such a weighting of elections has ever taken place, 
but some pharmacists fear that it might happen. I can- 
not, for my own part, imagine that any pharmacist 
would accept direction—in fact, with the natural inborn 
contrariness of my professional brethren, I imagine that 
an attempt at direction would have the opposite effect. 

The chief probability is that after a period of some 
years of service a pharmacist could come to identify 
his company’s interest with his and that of the profession. 

However it is not unusual for pharmacists to start at 
shadows, and I believe that they have little to fear 
except legitimate competition. 


After-hour Sale of Headache Remedies 

Writing of legitimate competition, I am horrified to 
learn that the Provincial Council of the Transvaal has 
passed a regulation permitting cafes to sell headache 
remedies after the normal trading hours. This is a most 
retrograde step and it is starling to find so responsible 
a body as a Provinelal Council legislating on such a 
matter. They do not appear to have consulted either 
the Medical Council or the Medical Association on the 
matter, and most certainly not the Pharmaceutical 
Society and the Pharmacy Board. They might with 
equal logic permit the practise of medicine by the cafe 
owner, since both medical and pharmaceutical services 
are available after normal hours. 

The pharmacist is so concerned about the sale of 
medicines through other than pharmaceutical channels 
that a motion is before the Annual General Meeting 
of the Council, proposing that pharmacists operate only 
an Apothecary’s Licence, provided the sale of medicines 
is restricted. 

The proprietary or “patent” medicine market in South 
Africa has an annual turnover of £29 million—of which 
only £16 million goes through the chemists’ shops. 

{It is a little intriguing to con over the facts that 
South Africa has a population of approximately four 
million whites and ten million non-whites—and that a 
great many live in areas remote from either pharmacy 
or store!] 

The country chemist in particular would find it very 
difficult to operate only on an Apothecary’s Licence. He 
gets little if any dispensing, since the doctor does all this. 
Even for the chemist to double or treble his turnover 
from medicines would not free him of the necessity of 
selling the myriad of odds and ends which by custom 
the shoppers expect to find in a pharmacy. 


Inspection of Premises 
One of the most startling debates in the conference 
ended up in the meeting asking the Pharmacy Board 
to appoint inspectors to control the sale of poisons. The 
Pharmacy Board may not do this, of course, but it does 
indicate to what depths of despair the pharmacist has 
sunk when, in order to prevent the illegal sale of 
isons by others, he is willing to submit to inspection 
imself. However, it is in the nature of officialdom 
to inspect what is apparent and not to seek for the hidden

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offences. I have a fear that the chemist will come off 
worst in this business. 

_ One characteristic of South African business is to 
ignore the law when it inconveniences them. Holders 
of poisons licences seem to forget the necessary signa- 
ture for a sale, and they also forget to sell only in 
original packages. 

There exists in the official mind that so long as 
material is sold in original packages, it does not matter 
whether it is poison or not. A friend of mine was some- 
what perturbed when I told him that the paper parcel 
he had just bought from the seed merchant contained 
a poison deadly enough to wipe out his family. After 
a little talk and reference to Martindale, he was con- 
vinced enough to have it disposed of, but not convinced 
enough to report to the police the sale of a poison in an 
unlabelled package and without a signature. I imagine 
that if he had by accident killed one of his family with 
it he would have done so—too late. 


Prescription Drugs 

One of the points which troubled one branch of the 
Society was the many difficulties with Potentially Harm- 
ful (Prescription Only) Drugs. The average practitioner 
seems quite unable to comply with the law with respect 
to these drugs. The law provides that a written pre- 
scription must be supplied, signed by the doctor, and 
marked with the dosage and its frequency, and endorsed 
with a statement as to repeats and the frequency of 
repeats. The mover of the motion dealing with this 
problem was able to produce massive statistics from his 
own pharmacy as to the non-observance of the 
requirements. 

The Pharmaceutical Society recently published a 
booklet dealing with these requirements, which was 
sent out with the Journal and with the Medical Journal 
also. It seems to have aroused some interest, but the 
interest does not seem to be reflected in a betterment 
of the conditions. 

The mover was of the opinion that no further addi- 
tions should be made to the Sixth Schedule, and that 
some alternative scheme for the control of these drugs 
should be sought out. 

The simplest routine to my mind is for the chemist 
to retain all prescriptions, unless marked repeat, and 
to refuse to supply even a repeat of Mist. Alb. unless 
the doctor definitely orders it. (Incidentally, I suppose 
that Mist. Alb. is now a museum piece for both phar- 
macist and doctor.) 


Plenary Session of Conference 

During the A.G.M. a plenary session was arranged at 
which representatives of all pharmaceutical bodies but 
one were present. These bodies are The Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society, the S.A. Retail Chemists and Druggists’ As- 
sociation, the Ethical Drug Association, the S.A. Phar- 
maceutical Manufacturers’ Association and the Whole- 
sale Drug Trade Association. Together these comprise 
the Council for the Pharmaceutical Trade and Industry. 
The Proprietary Association has withdrawn from mem- 
bership of the C.P.T.I., but the former body has yet to 
learn that in an industry so organised it cannot sail 
alone, and I prophesy that it will before long find it 
politic to return to the fold. 

The plenary session was a tremendous success, the 
keynote of the debates being “The Challenge,” this being 
the title of the — address given by the head of 
the Parke Davis boratories in South Africa. 

From then on the keyword was “co-operation,” and 
it was somewhat surprising to find that it was the sec- 
tions of the trade other than retail who were most 
anxious for co-operation. If the relations of all sections 
continue on this note it augurs well for pharmacy in the 
future. 

One of the facts which emerged from the debate was 
the crying need for a Public Relations Officer for phar- 
macy. To create this office was agreed upon by all, but 
one fact from the debate stands out—it was “that the 
chemist is his own best P.R.O.” This is a viewpoint 
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which I have long held and stated often, and I make no 
apology for reiterating it. 

The average professional man in any community gets 
the professional status he earns and I fear that the phar- 
macist does little to command respect. 


High Cost of Medicines 

The Commission of Inquiry into the High(?) Cost of 
Medical Services and Medicines continues in being, but 
so far I have seen no reports of its work, which is pre- 
sumably being done in committee. 

I imagine that sooner or later it will meet in public 
to take evidence and one hopes that there will be no 
events similar to those in the meetings of the Kefauver 
Commission. However, meetings or not, the press still 
pursues the subject. In a recent article the T.U.C. 
alleged that profit on medicines was on the average 100 
per cent. One hundred per cent. on what was not men- 
tioned. It is a little disconcerting to find so responsible 
a body as the T.U.C. rushing into print without thought. 
The members of that body might be a little surprised 
if the pharmaceutical industry operated on what it 
imagines to be a proper profit basis. 

They show also a complete disregard for the figures 
issued by the Bureau of Census and Statistics—which 
certainly does not give 100 per cent. as the profit on 
medicines, not even if you add up all the profits made by 
the various people who handle them. 

I learn also that individual chemists are tendering 
evidence, a purprise in view of the fact that there are 
two bodies which speak for pharmacy, the Pharmacy 
Board and the Pharmaceutical Society. In fact, the 
former body is one statutorily charged with advising 
the Minister on affairs pharmaceutical. 

I am told that the scope of the inquiry is particularly 
wide and will extend even to pharmaceutical education. 


Education 

The topic of education is always being debated in 
the councils of the Society, and this meeting was no 
exception. Particular attention was given to the educa- 
tion of the non-white, and the view expressed that some 
definite policy would be adopted. One native college 
has indicated that it will establish a B.Pharm. degree, 
but so far no pronouncement has been made concerning 
the other non-whites, the coloureds, the Chinese and the 
Indian South Africans. 

There will be so few of these who wish to enter phar- 
macy that it will be a very expensive task to open 
schools of pharmacy for each group, even if it were 
possible to get the staff to man them. 


Sickness and Benefit Societies 

These continue to grow. I have before me as I write 
the Third Annual Report of SANSOM, one of these, 
established as a commercial enterprise. 

The report tells me that the premium income for 
the year just ended was £727,000, as compared with 
£172,000 for the previous year. Claims for the year 
were £479,000, as against £102,000 for the previous year. 
These amounts are for 60,000 members and their de- 
pendants. The administration costs are quoted at 21 
per cent. 

The report continues to say that the fund has gained 
the approval of the Medical Association, subject to two 
provisos: (a) That the medical practitioner must be paid 
in full at tariff rates. (b) The income of the members in 
a group must conform to thé income qualifications as 
laid down by the Association. 

The statement that doctors must be paid in full is in 
keeping with usual procedure, as is the fact that all 
these funds approach the chemists with a request for a 
discount on dispensing. 

Why the chemists should agree is beyond me, but 
they usually do. The arguments used in favour of dis- 
counts are guaranteed ee. less bookkeeping, no 
bad debts, one cheque. However, these apply to the doc- 
= as well, but I cannot imagine them agreeing to any 

iscount.

The Sterling story in Australia is one of continual 
progress.

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ADDRESS BY THEODORE G. KLUMPP, MD. 
PRESIDENT, WINTHROP LABORATORIES 
(NEW YORK) 


It is thrilling to be present, so far from home, on this 
occasion which for me is a doubly auspicious one. 


Exactly one decade ago, in the United States, in the 
State of New York, within sight of the Capitol building 
of that great State, it was my privilege to attend another 
dedication. At that time, in 1950, Sterling Drug Inc. 
was opening its new research centre. It was a ve 
special kind of dedication, so far as I was concerned, 
because the name of the research centre—Sterling- 
Winthrop Research Institute—happily incorporated the 
name of that portion of the world-wide Sterling organis- 
ation over which I have been permitted to preside since 
I left professional life in 1942 for a career in the exciting 
and meaningful realm of business. 


But it was not alone the inclusion of the Winthrop 
name in the research centre’s title which made that 
dedication a truly memorable one. Rather, it was the 
symbolism attendant upon the opening of the Institute 
which excited me. Its doors were opened by the very 
first cry of a baby born on the day of dedication— 
indeed, born within an hour of the actual moment of 
dedication. That cry was translated into electrical 
impulses which, in turn, swung open the doors for the 
entrance of public personages, and of scientists who 
would help the Institute’s research laboratories to fulfil 
their high purpose—namely, to preserve and protect 
the health and life of that new-born or and of men, 
women and children everywhere on earth. 


My company since then has built numerous structures 
in various parts of the world. For example, three years 
ago we completed a new manufacturing plant in the 
United Kingdom, the largest we have outside the United 
States. Then, in early 1959, both‘the Chairman of the 
Bord and the President of my company dedicated 
another new plant in Canada. These dedications were 
interesting, but significant to me onlv in the fact 
adding dimensions to the company’s facilities. 


Today, ten years since the opening of our research 
institute, a dedication once again has especial meaning 
for me. Today, for the first time, I am privileged to 
represent the Sterling organisation as a whole and to 
come as the personal ambassador of one who visited 
this great country less than two years ago, Dr. J. Mark 
— the Chairman and President of Sterling Drug 
ne. 


I would like you to know that when this dedication 
was planned, a relatively short time ago, it was intended 
that Mr. James Hill, Jnr., Chairman of the Board and 
your company’s Chief Executive Officer, attend this 
function. With Mr. Hill’s sudden death in January, 
the mantle of leadership was transferred to my colleague 
in medicine, my associate in business and my friend in 
every way—Dr. Hiebert. I bring you his warmest 
greetings. 


In accepting this so very pleasant assignment, I was 
mindful of what the ancient poet and philosopher 
Petrach had to say about physicians. “When a physician 
excels, not through wisdom, but through facility of 
speech, avoid him as you would an assassin. To him 
are suited the word which the old man in Plautus 
addressed to the garrulous cook: ‘Go to Hades, you are 
paid to cook and not to talk.’” 


The well-known painting entitled “The Doctor” depicts 
a physician beside the bed of a child. A dignified 
professorial gentleman of the old school, he sits with 
chin in hand anxiously peering at the child waiting 
for the crisis to pass. The pose is typical of the times 
—there was little else he could do but sit and wait. 
It was his misfortune to have been born just before the 
beginning of the most fabulous period of all time, a 
period set apart from the centuries that have gone before 
it by one overwhelming force—scientific research. All

ABBOTT 
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of a sudden in the twentieth century the idea of scien- 
tific research caught fire. To be sure, there have been 
many truly great scientific investigators throughout the 
span of recorded history, but always before they were 
lonely voices crying in a vast wilderness of ignorance. 
In this era, as never before, large numbers of individuals 
have seen the vision of research and what it can do to 
make this a better world in which to live. 


The most eloquent summation of what has been 
achieved can be expressed in terms of life expectancy 
which, in the United States, has moved upward from 
49 years in 1900 to 70 years in 1959; and which, in 
Australia, moved from 55 years and 58.8 years (male 
and female respectively) during the period 1901-1910 
to 67 years and 72.7 years in the period 1952-1955. In 
1900, in the United States, among any average group 
of 1000 persons, you could count on 17 dying that year. 
Today, in that country, only nine of that same number 
will d this world. Your experience in Australia 
also indicates a decline, though not so marked, in the 
death rate per 1000 persons. 


Among infants, the revolution is even more marked. 
At the turn of the century, of every 1000 babies that 
survived birth in the United States, 162 died within 
the first year; today less than 26 succumb. In your own 
country, according to the information I have gathered, 
the infant mortality rate has, happily, declined from 43 
in the 1921-25 period to 21 in 1957. (I should add that, 
in 1957, the infant mortality rate in the United States 
was 26 per 1000.) Further, of the 20,000,000 babies born 
in the United States in the last five — 80,000 are 
destined to live to be 100 years old. The same pleasant 
destiny awaits a comparable percentage of the babies 
born in Australia since 1955. 


Looking at the summation from another viewpoint, 
we have seen the almost complete elimination of such 
killers as cholera, yellow fever, smallpox and the plague. 
Diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, typhus, tetanus, 
rickets, pernicious anaemia, meningitis and other 
diseases have lost their deadly sting. Tuberculosis was 
responsible for 194 deaths per 100,000 in 1900, but only 
seven in 1958. In half a century the greatest reaper 
of them all—pneumonia—has been all but defeated, as 
witnessed by the spectacular decline in the death rate 
from 152 to 12 per 100,000. Even among the survivors, 
it took an average of three months wages to pay the 
hospital bills resulting from a case of pneumonia. Today 
the disease is often cured at home at minimal cost. 
Further, only 40 years ago, one of every four persons 
subjected to a major operation met his doom, whereas 
today, with surgeons operating even where the risk is 
very great, only one in a hundred succumbs. 


The discovery of insulin in 1922 is rightfully marked 
as one of the great milestones along the road of medical 
progress. The identification and extraction of a new 
medicinal principle is always an event of historical 
importance. But it is only the beginning and not the 
end of an achievement. A test tube miracle is one 
thing. Its beatification into thousands and millions of 
doses of precious medicine is sometimes a second miracle 
without which the first has no significance in terms of 
human betterment. And not until hundreds of thousands 
of small vials and ampoules or tablets pour out of a 
pharmaceutical plant, such as we see here today, is the 
course of history really changed. 


Recently, U.S. Senator Lister Hill stated that 1,600,000 
life years had been saved in the United States from 
1900 through 1956 as the result of medical and pharma- 
ceutical progress. To illustrate the point further, he 
mentioned that if in 1955 the infant mortality rate of 
1900 had been applied, 586,000 children would have died 
at birth instead of the actual figure of 106,000. Thus 
the lives of 480,000 infants were saved in one year alone 
by the advance of science. 


In the late twenties Sir Alexander Fleming observed 
that for some unknown reason bacteria failed to grow 
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here and there in his culture dishes. The inquiring 
mind of a scientist prompted him to find out why. He 
discovered that a simple mould, such as sometimes 
grows on bread or cheese, penicillium notatum, had 
accidentally contaminated his bacterial cultures and 
wherever the mould took hold the bacteria failed to 
flourish. The logical next step dictated by scientific 
curiosity was to find out what it was in the mould that 
was responsible for this curious phenomenon and, havin 
found it, whether or not this substance, now call 
weep could be safely introduced into the human 
y with the same results. This experiment was per- 
formed by clinicians, Florey and Chain. As everyone 
now knows, the experiment was successful. However, 
up to this point, we had nothing more than intriguing 
academic scientific observations. The sixty-four million 
dollar question was: Could this antibacterial substance, 
nicillin, be produced on a large scale and at a cost 
ow enough to make it practical and available for the 
treatment of millions who had infections susceptible 
to the action of penicillin? 


This question was answered by our pharmaceutical 
industry which, in a little over a year, met the wartime 
requirement for penicillin. Our first production of 
penicillin cost $40 for 100,000 units. Today the selling 
price is less than 40 cents for the same amount. 


It has been estimated that as many as 17 million 
people, almost 9 per cent. of the total population, are 
suffering from various forms of mental disturbance. 
Four out of every ten hospital beds in the U.S.A. are 
occupied with patients with mental illness. Our facili- 
ties in the United States are woefully inadequate and 
every mental institution has long waiting lists. From 
the standpoint of prevalence, this is now the most 
serious health problem in the nation. 


Within the last six years, the pharmaceutical industry 
has come up with a series of drugs that have already 
revolutionised the treatment of some of the most preva- 
lent forms of mental illness. In keeping with the history 
of our industry, when we once break through the science 
barrier in a given direction, everyone seems to be able 
to do it, and we have a flood of new and different 
products directed toward the same end. 


To digress a moment to illustrate the point, the first 
antihistamine was followed by hundreds of others, the 
first sulfa drug brought in its wake more than 5000 
others, and the first antibiotic over 4000 others. Since 
the first steroid was synthesised, over 20,000 similar 
compounds have been made and described. A whole 
series of new compounds for mental illness have already 
been turned up and more are on the way. I am con- 
fident that we are standing on the threshold of a new 
and revolutionary era in the treatment of mental illness. 


In the time available I have outlined only a few of 
the spectacular gains that have been achieved through 
the collaboration of the medical profession, the chemists, 
and the pharmaceutical industry. 


There is every reason to expect that the fantastic 
medical progress made in the first 60 years of the 
twentieth century will continue. We have just passed 
through a period that must be recogni from the 
standpoint of historical perspective as the most fabulous 
half-century in the history of medical science. More 
gains have been achieved in this span in the conquest 
of disease and the prolongation of life than nad been 
accomplished in the entire 999 centuries of man’s pre- 
vious existence on earth. 


But have we merely picked the fruit that was easy to 
reach, and will future harvests come more slowly and 
with greater difficulty? It is very likely that some of 
the remaining medical plums will be hard to get | 
but through experience we have built a ladder 
scientific know-how that should be of invaluable assist- 
ance in solving some of the problems that still remain. 
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Possession of this scientific know-how is the most sig- 
nificant and encouraging factor in looking toward the 
future with hope and confidence. 


From the standpoint of death and disability, arterio- 
sclerosis is public enemy number one. In 1959 almost 
two million people died of diseases of the heart and 
blood vessels in the United States. It is, as you know, 
the basis of most heart disease of adult life, coronary 
thrombosis, apoplexy, the most common form of adult 
kidney disease, and peripheral circulatory disturbances 
involving particularly the legs. It appears early and 
extensively in diabetes, and in the face of the best 
modern medical regulation of this condition, arterio- 
sclerosis is the most common cause of death from it. 
Given enough luck to escape cancer and accidents, 
arteriosclerosis is the limiting factor in our life span. 
It causes at least 3} times as many deaths as cancer 
and nine times as many as accidents. 


Arteriosclerosis is being attacked from many different 
angles in a most extensive and widespread programme 
of research throughout the world. Virtually every 
clinic or medical facility devoted to general medical 
research is studying some aspect of this problem. 


Cancer is still a “who-done-it” mystery to which there 
is not a single basic clue. Because of this we are in 
the midst of a vast hit or miss ane of testing 
hundreds of thousands of chemical compounds for their 
possi le effects on the various forms of cancer. There 
is no knowing whether or not this search for a needle 
in the haystack will a results and when, but there 
are many highly qualified scientists who feel that this 
is the best approach to the problem in the absence of 
a more positive clue. It is our hope that we will hit 
upon a class of chemical compounds that will not only 
retard the reproduction of cancer cells but will also 
reveal the basic key to the nature and control of 
cancerous growths. 


While earlier detection, surgical advances and im- 
proved destructive agents such as X-rays, radium cobalt 
and atomic radiation will add to the gains that have 
been made against cancer, the ultimate conquest of this 
disease, or combination of diseases, awaits a break- 
through in fundamental biology. 


We are in the midst of a steady improvement of 
surgical techniques which forecast the coming of an 
even brighter era in this field of medical endeavour. 
Surgeons have entered areas heretofore believed un- 
approachable, and their results are getting better all 
the time. Every day many ——. are done on the 
heart to correct congenital defects or disease of the 
valves or major blood vessels leading to or from the 
heart caused by disease. Tremendous strides have been 
made and many lives have been saved. The number 
of operative and post-operative deaths is diminishing 
while the number of operations for these conditions is 
increasing. The future for many cardiacs is encouraging. 


And similar spectacular results are being accomplished 
with other types of major surgery. While the technical 
competence of surgeons has increased and their under- 
standing of human physiology has grown, the remarkable 
accomplishments of this art could not have been achieved 
without the concomitant availability of many equally 
remarkable drugs. Indeed the surgery of today, and 
the anticipated surgical advances of the future would 
not be possible without the teamwork of the pharma- 
ceutical industry which has recognised what was needed 
and supplied that need. 


Although the conquest of one of the meanest diseases 
of them all—poliomyelitis—is taking place under our 
very eyes, there is still a whole host of virus diseases 
that are as yet untouched. Not so long ago a vaccine 
for Asiatic Influenza was develo and produced in 
commercial quantities with unbelievable rapidity and, 
curiously enough, without the fanfare and accolade 


which such an unprecedented achievement would seem 
to have merited. Despite the fact that the significance 
of this event thus far escaped general notice, it serves 
as a striking illustration of the wholesome strength of 
the pharmaceutical industry and its extraordinary ability 
to mobilise its resources to meet national and even 
international health emergencies. 


Our experience with the Salk and Influenza vaccine 
is an indication of the great advances made in the 
biological technology of combating virus diseases. It 
should not be taken for granted, however, that vaccines 
against all virus diseases are a foregone conclusion. 
While formidable obstacles still remain, it is likely that 
the Salk vaccine will yield to a live virus vaccine which 
will confer a longer interval of immunity. Measles, 
German Measles, Mumps, Infectious Hepatitis, Virus 
Encephalitis and the complex of virus infections referred 
to as the “common cold,” are afflictions some of which 
may reasonably be expected to give way to vaccine 
research in the near future. 


A whole host of endocrine and neurological disturb- 
ances still defy our best research brains. For instance, 
we have a good palliative for diabetes, but still we 
don’t understand the basic nature of this disease. Open- 
ing the doors of nature’s many remaining secrets is not 
a one man job. In the future, more than has been so 
in the past, new discoveries will emerge as the culmi- 
nation of the combined efforts of many workers covering 
the scientific spectrum from physics and chemistry to 
clinical medicine. 


The gains of the past have been achieved through the 
collaboration of the medical profession and its basic 
sciences, pharmacy and the pharmaceutical industry. 


In no other field of endeavour has this kind of part- 
nership been more productive of benefit for mankind. 
In all of history it is one of the brightest chapters of 
industry and the professions working together to their 
mutual interest and for the common good. 


We are living in a world that is infinitely more 
complex than it was even a few years ago. At the 
same time we human beings expect a great deal more 
from it in terms of comfort, well-being, freedom from 
disease and length of life. Never before has research 
directed toward the prevention, mitigation and cure of 
disease, been as prolific and as productive as in this era. 
But to utilise that research and to translate it quickl 
into human betterment we need production, contro 
packaging and distribution facilities such as the one we 
are dedicating today. To let you know what we have, 
we need advertising too. Without all of these, scientific 
discoveries might long lie on the shelves of the inventors, 
neglected and unused, and indeed worthless as far as 
human betterment is concerned. 


As two friendly, English speaking peoples in this 
complex world, it is altogether fitting and proper that 
we should join hands, as we are doing here, in the war 
against disease and death. Although we are separated 
by some 10,000 miles, which today is no longer a great 
distance, by reason of our origin and history, our ideals 
and aspirations, we share a common destiny. Because 
of this, the —s of this plant has special significance. 
It symbolises the fact that we are friends and partne 
and above all that working together in the harmony o 
this relationship we will rise to greater heights of 
achievement than if we each go our separate ways. i 
we must never forget.

When congratulating Dr. Wright on his appointment, 
Mr. Willis said that he had more than the academic 
qualifications to fit him for the post, as he took a pro- 
Page part in all important pharmaceutical affairs of 
the day. 


Mr. Willis said: “We lean very heavily upon the Uni- 
versity for the technical personnel so vital to our grow-

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NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
STUDENTS OF AUSTRALIA 


Last month I mentioned that I would tell you more 
about the LP.S.F. Student Exchange Programme. This 
should be of particular interest to students se lant | 
under the new University courses in Queensland an 
New South Wales, since they will have some three 
months’ vacation to occupy, also to the newly-qualified 
pharmacists with a desire to see more of the countryside. 


We in N.A.P.S.A. are in a different position from those 
in similar organisations on the Continent. ‘They find 
great variety in their pharmacy when travelling some 
200 miles from one country to another, and there the 
Student Exchange can be achieved with relatively little 
travelling. Here, if we accept the fact that we have 
quite a distance to traverse, there is the choice of ex- 
change between States or, being somewhat more optimis- 
tic, New Zealand or S.E. Asia. Due to the appreciable 
time spent travelling, the time spent in the exchange 
pharmacy must be considerably longer to obtain the 
full benefit. Nevertheless, for those with a thirst for 
knowledge and a small flair for saving their pennies, the 
Student Exchange is a wonderful opportunity and one 
which must not be passed by. 


Hereunder are the main points:— 


1. Exchange Categories. 
(a) Students who wish to work in retail or hospital 
pharmacies or in pharmaceutical industry. 
(b) Idem for young qualified pharmacists up to five 
years after graduation. 


2. Reception Categories. 

(a) Pharmaceutical families where a parent is a phar- 
macist and a son or daughter a pharmacy student. 

(b) Pharmacists without sons or daughters doing phar- 
macy who, nevertheless, would be willing to accept 
an exchange student. 

(c) Pharmaceutical firms or hospitals which would be 
willing to allow a young pharmacist or student to 
work with them. 

(d) Pharmacy students who are in a position to enter- 
tain an exchange student. 


3. The host pharmacist would provide board and lodging 
(or money in lieu of) for the exchange student, in 
addition to supplying some pocket money. 

4. It is compulsory for all exchange students— 

(a) To take out a health and accident insurance (e.g., 
the International Students’ Insurance Scheme); 

(b) To arrange and pay for the journeys themselves. 
Where possible working through the State organi- 
sation or N.A.P.S.A. in obtaining reduced rates. 


5. Applications from students wishing to participate 
either as host or visitor must be in my hands by June 
15. 


6. The exchange student must pay— 
(a) A fee of £1 (for intercontinental exchanges, £2) to- 
wards administration costs; 
(b) A further guarantee fee of £1. 

This guarantee fee will be repaid on the receipt of 
the trainee report from the student within three 
months of the completion of the exchange. Should 
no exchange be arranged, both fees will be refunded, 
except in the case of the student’s withdrawal from 
the exchange, giving notice of less than three months. 


If any student or young pharmacist is interested in 
this scheme, would you please acknowledge by writing 
to me, and if there are any queries I will attempt to 
answer them satisfactory. This plan is a big one and 
must be treated as such. It has functioned extremely 
well overseas for a good many years now, and there is 
no reason why we in Australia cannot benefit by it also.

RYE GRASS STAGGERS 


Rye grass staggers is seen in sheep or cattle in 

rennial rye grass country, particularly in the Western 
District of Victoria when late summer storms or early 
autumn rains have brought a green shoot of perennial 
rye grass. The disease can be quite spectacular and 
affects horses as well as cattle and sheep. Calves are 
especially susceptible to rye grass staggers. 

The effect of grazing rye grass at this time of the year 
appears to result in a disturbance of the nervous sys- 
tem, including the sense of balance. Quite frequently 
the calves, if left alone, will graze normally in the 
paddock, but if disturbed by a sudden fright—such as 
may be given by clapping the hands—several will fall 
in convulsions, not unlike the spasms seen in tetanus 
and strychnine poisoning. If left alone they will recover 
after a few minutes, rise and walk away. If the ani- 
mals are hurried, the front leg action appears to be 
interfered with, the head is carried rather high, and 
usually balance is lost and they fall over. 

Usually losses are not serious, and when they do 
occur are mainly caused by drowning when calves are 
frightened while drinking and fall into a dam or river. 

Sheep are sometimes seriously affected, and may be- 
come permanently paralysed. Although they will eat 
= drink if brought home, quite a large number may 

ie. 

The disease can be successfully prevented by seeing 
that the stock have pasture—other than perennial rye 
grass—to graze at this time of the year.

COTTON WOOL 

Sold any lately? That’s what you think. You 
sold Regenerated Cellulose B.P.C. This is the 
classification for viscose rayon now used in 
crepe and “cotton” bandages, lint, gauze, tulle 
net, adhesive plasters, and “cotton” wool.

It would be 
better for all parties concerned if Australia had 
Uniform Poison Regulations. 

ANATOMY 

So you reckon you know anatomy. Then how 
many vertebrae in the necks of camels, humans, 
rabbits? Answer—7,7,7. Nearly all mammals 
have seven neck vertebrae, the few exceptions 
being sloths, certain whales, a few types of 
horses. Each camel vertebrae is about one foot 
lon By comparison, non-mammal long neck 
bi have greater numbers—e.g. duc 16, 
swans 33.

On April 28, in the Great Hall of the University of 
Sydney, Registration Certificates were presented to 
recent graduates by Professor S. E. Wright, who occupies 
the Chair of Pharmaceutical Chemistry. 


Opening proceedings, the President of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society of New South Wales, Mr. A. F. Winterton, 
welcomed the graduates and their relatives and friends, 
also members of the Society present. 

“It gives me a great deal of pleasure to see graduates 
here this evening to receive their diplomas. or some 
years we have had a function similar to tonight’s. It 
is a fitting climax to years of study. I now call on 
Professor Wright to address you and to present Certifi- 
cates to graduates.” 


Professor Wright's Address 

Professor Wright said: “I am very conscious of the 
honour you have done in inviting me to speak here 
tonight and to present the Certificates of Registration. 
As a teacher I have tried my very best over the past 
20 years to stimulate quite a number of pharmacy 
students in various places to pass their qualifying 
examination. As an examiner I have also had to devise 
certain mechanisms well known to you all, and which 
I hope are invariable to perform the function of a sieve- 
like membrane to select students, not on the basis of 
their size, but on certain abilities. Sometimes, I will 
admit it is necessary to use a little pressure to help 
people negotiate the sieve, somewhat akin to the illegal 
process used in the laboratory to sift certain impalpable 
powders, but when this is done we feel it is never 
without justification. Tonight, however, the issue is 
clear cut; it is the only part of the process which I have

not yet had the privilege to perform, and it is a very 
happy occasion. 

“The fact that this ceremony is being held in this 
hall tonight instead of in a smaller hall in the city as 
has been the past custom, is mainly due to the interest 
that has grown in this event over the past few years 
and made the seeking of a larger assembly hall so 
necessary. That this Great Hall should have been 
chosen is not surprising because of the long association 
of pharmacy with this University and also because this 
association is becoming much closer. I am pleased to 
say that never in the history of pharmacy in this State 
have the contacts between University teaching staff 
and Pharmaceutical administration been better than at 
present. This is to our mutual advantage and I am 
sure it will continue so. 

“Our purpose tonight is to honour those able and 
unable to attend this simple ceremony, and to congratu- 
late them on having completed their formal studies in 
passing the N.S.W. Qualifying Examination. Although 
this is not a University Examination as such, it is in 
the somewhat unique position of being conducted for 
an outside body by the University with examiners 
actually appointed by the University. We have always 
tried to maintain contact with pharmaceutical practice

by appointing at least two non-teaching pharmacists 
to the panel of examiners, and hence the presence of 
Mr. Read and Mr. Dash here this evening. 


“The Qualifying Examination is a difficult one, but 
no one has ever considered that this should not be so. 
It is a final professional examination in which we have 
to remember that once qualified, the pharmacist is able 
to practise for the remainder of his life, not only in this 
State but in many parts of the British Commonwealth. 
The standard must be guarded jealously. The exami- 
nation papers are sent to every country with which we 
have reciprocal agreements, and we know that in the 
past our students have been able to hold their own 
wherever they have been permitted to practise. I am 
sure that we all wish this to continue, and it is our duty 
as teachers and examiners to ensure that this will be so. 
So having passed this tough examination you should be 
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justly proud of your effort and be prepared to guard 
your hard-earned laurels by maintaining as high a 
standard in practice as you have in your course and in 
the Qualifying Examination. If you do this the quali- 
fication of a pharmacist will retain respect and hence 
you yourself will always have a position of trust and 
confidence in the community. This is a privilege which 
shculd not be lightly cast aside. We hear occasionally 
of pharmacists wanting to ignore their responsibilities 
because certain other colleagues may be doing so. Those 
who are seeking such excuses should try to bring their 
colleagues into line and not take refuge in their short- 
comings. It may perhaps mean refusing to carry out 
a customer’s wishes, but such a situation may and 
surely does arise frequently. A pharmacist who has 
the confidence of his customers is more likely to gain 
goodwill than to lose it in such cases. 


“In the very brief contact which we have had with 
you as teachers while you were at the University it 
has been impossible to get to know your individual 
interests and ideas. This is the tragedy of tertiary 
education in Australia today. Universities should be 
places of scholarship for all, not merely didactic insti- 
tutes training people for vocational courses. At present 
we only get such contact with senior students studying 
for higher degrees. Students need the assurance that 
the lecturer is as much interested in them as he is in 
his subject, and this interest is difficult to show when 
classes are large and the 
lecturer has only a brief 
contact with the students. 
When I point out that the 
Pharmac Department at 
present has only four per- 
manent members of teach- 
ing staff, with over 300 stu- 
dents studying Materia 
Medica, the task of knowing 
the student would seem 
pretty well impossible. If 
we were not assisted by a 
very able team of young 
members of staff who are 
with us for a short period 
only, then we could not even 
instruct in the way a Uni- 
versity should instruct. Re- 
cently I had the opportunity 
of examining pharmacy stu- 
dents in Singapore at the 
University of Malaya. There 
were seven students in the 
final B.Pharm. year and six 
members of staff; a strange 
contrast to our situation. 
The only thought that gives 
us comfort in this extremely 
poor situation is that the 
purpose of teaching is not 
so much to transmit know- 
ledge but to stimulate the 
student to think, and we take refuge in this idea and 
hope that we do something to justify our existence. 


“As you know, there has been an important change 
in pharmaceutical education in the State this year. This 
change might appear to you to be a sudden step, but 
this is not really so. Changes invariably occur gradu- 
ally, being built up little by little until there is an 
apparent sudden break and a new set of circumstances 
prevails. So it has been with our pharmacy course. 
Over the years the Materia Medica course hes been 
added to and added to little by little until it is now 
literally bursting at the seams. We cannot pack any 
more into it, and hence this change. To increase phar- 
macy training further it was necessary to add supporting 
subjects like mee physiology and microbiology so 
that students will find it easier to understand the new 
pharmacy, encompassing as it does the fields of chem-

istry, pharmacology and pharmacy. Those of you who 
have qualified through the apprenticeship course will 
not, however, find yourselves out of date; the new 
degree student will be no more competent at practical 
pharmacy than you, but he will be equipped, we hope, 
to keep up to date in the ensuing years. It will probably 
be harder for you to keep up to date, but this is the 
situation with all advancing sciences. So please don’t 
think that a sudden leap is occurring. It is up to you 
to widen your knowledge as the years pass. No Uni- 
versity cou.’se ever claims to be all embracing; it merely 
— one with. the attitude necessary to continue to 
earn. 


“There is no doubt, however, that with the introduction 
of a degree for phamacy, the prestige of the pharmacist 
will be raised. A University degree is one of the 
measures used in the community to judge ae. 
It does not measure intelligence; it sets a certain scale 
of attainment and by this fact establishes a standard. 
Having established a standard, it is necessary that it be 
maintained. I must point out that all pharmacists, 
whether they qualified 40 years ago or only recently, 
will inevitably share in this increase in prestige. With 
this, however, comes more responsibility of a profes- 
sional nature. Higher academic status involves greater 
professional obligations, and it will probably be neces- 
sary to look very carefully at pharmaceutical practice 
in this State in the next few years. Pharmacists 
through the Board and the Society will have to be more 
aware of their obligations and think this matter through. 


“There is little more for me to say. You are about 
to take your place in pharmacy, and there are many 
opportunities open to you. Pharmacy can be a very 
satisfying occupation, and many pharmacists have taken 
a prominent part in the cultural and civic life of the 
community. You too can help to direct public opinion 
towards what is good in life, and if you do this and 
add to your knowledge by experience, you will find 
that there are more rewards in life than personal gain. 
I wish you every success in your future endeavours.” 


Congratulations from Board President 


Mr. C. G. Gostelow, President of the Pharmacy Board, 
was then called upon. 

Mr. Gostelow said: “This is the most appropriate 
opportunity for me to congratulate recipients of my 
Board’s Certificate. Tonight marks the culmination of 
years of hard study. I congratulate you all and wish 
you all the best during your coming years in Pharmacy. 
It is not my prerogative to make an address, but I 
would point out that Pharmacy today has been raised 
to Degree status. The presentation of your Certificates 
is just another stage in your career. In your practice 
as a pharmacist, I exhort you to uphold the highest 
standards of ethics and ethical practice, not only between 
yourselves and the public but between yourselves and 
fellow pharmacists.’

THE VICTORIAN COLLEGE OF PHARMACY 
OFFICIAL OPENING OF 1960 SESSION 
ADDRESS BY THE MINISTER OF HEALTH 


The Official Opening of the 1960 Session of the Vic- 
torian College of Pharmacy took place in the Assembly 
Hall of the new College of Pharmacy in Parkville on 
April 21, 1960, in the presence of a large number of 
students, parents and representatives of pharmaceutical 
and allied organisations and of the pharmaceutical 
industry. 

Mr. F. W. Johnson, the President of the Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society, presided and extended a welcome to all 
present. 

Mr. Johnson said they were delighted to have Mr. 
Cameron, the Minister of Health, with them to deliver 
the Inaugural Address, and distribute prizes. 

The Council of the Society was very conscious of the 
co-operation and help which the State Government had 
extended to the Society on numerous occasions, and he 
now wished to express publicly to Mr. Cameron the 
Society’s thanks, 

Mr. Johnson extended a special welcome to the parents 
of students, and to donors of prizes. 

He referred to the work of the Dean and his staff 
of teachers who, he said, at the present time were 
shouldering an exceedingly heavy load. All were look- 
ing forward to the time when they would be in complete 
occupation of the very beautiful College which was now 
almost completed, and in which this meeting was held. 

He appealed to students for co-operation in the orderly 
running of the College, and to show by their conduct 
appreciation of what their teachers were doing for them. 

e suggested to them strongly that they should demon- 
strate their interest by becoming student members of 
je Society, and outlined the benefits of such member- 
ship. 

Mr. Johnson then introduced the Honourable Mr. 
E. P. Cameron, Minister of Health. 


Mr. Cameron's Address 


Mr. Cameron said it was a privilege and an honour to 
be invited to address such a wonderful gathering. 


Everyone present must agree with him that the occa- 
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sion was an important milestone in the history of phar- 
maceutical education in Victoria. Today they were in- 
augurating the new session in a wonderful new College. 
It was a red letter day for pharmacy in Victoria when 
the building was officially opened by His Excellency the 
Governor and he, Mr. Cameron, regretted that it had 
not been possible for him to be present on that momen- 
tous occasion. 


Mr. Cameron said that when one looked around and 
saw the accommodation in: the new College and com- 
pared it with that available to some of the poor fellows in 
faculties across the road, they must surely regard them- 
selves as fortunate. A eminent writer had said that a 
nation’s institutions and beliefs were determined by the 
character of its people. That, he thought, had special 
application to the present circumstances. In Victoria 
they were fortunate in having a number of people who 
did great service for others. That characteristic of the 
people had been established over a century and a half, 
and a tradition had been set up—a tradition which con- 
noted an indefinable but very real quality without which 
a people could not carry on as they had carried on in 
the past and hoped to carry on in the future. 

The Victorian War Memorial College of Pharmacy 


reminded us of a great tradition established 45 years 
ago at Anzac, and carried forward by later generations.

He hoped that the torch which had been lit then 
would be carried again not in future wars, but in fields 
of service for the good of the people. 

The pioneers of yore in all spheres laid foundations 
of a great value. The pharmaceutical profession was 
one sphere in the forefront of their efforts. 

One hundred years ago people similar to the members 
of the present Council laid a foundation so that the 
future of the profession could be kept at high standards. 


He thought a highlight of all that ensued was reflected 
in the efforts put forward in producing this fine College. 
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He knew of no other example of self-help to equal this 
effort. 

A large proportion of the money required had been 
raised by the profession of pharmacy and the supporting 
industrialists of the profession. However, it was not 
bricks and mortar that provided the spirit of an institu- 
tion; it was the spirit within. 


He felt sure that the audience would desire him to 
express their appreciation of the work of the Dean of 
the College and his staff. 


On an occasion such as this he felt he would be remiss 
if he failed to mention the service given by members 
of the Society in many spheres. Mr. Cameron then 
referred to the co-operation received from members of 
the Society on various committees, including the Food 
Standards Committee, the Proprietary Medicines Advis- 
ory Committee, the Poisons Schedules Advisory Panel 
and other bodies. 


Continuing, Mr. Cameron said many regretted the 
passing of the close personal relationship which existed 
in times before the tempo of modern life was increased. 
It was still true, however, that good public relations 
would come by service—service willingly and brightly 
given—and efficiency in one’s occupation. (Applause.) 


Mr. Cameron then presented prizes to the successful 
students of the 1959 session. (A list of the prizewinners 
was published in the January Journal, p. 64.—Ed.) 


The Minister Thanked 


After presentation of the prizes, the Presi- 
dent called on the Dean to express thanks 
to Mr. Cameron. 


Mr. Sissons said the occasion was a notable 
one in the progress of pharmacy in Victoria. 


This was the first Inaugural Address to be 
delivered in the Parkville College, and they 
were delighted that their first speaker should 
be the Minister of Health. 


In the second place, the occasion marked ~ 
the first general assembly of students in the 
Memorial Hall, and was indicative of what 
a great possession pharmacy had in the hall 
and the possibilities it held for their future 
in the corporate life of the community. 


While, for the recipients of prizes, the occa- 
sion marked their ability and steady work, 
it was also to be regarded as symbolic of the 
general steady effort required for the de- 
velopment of pharmacy. 


Although there were of necessity a limited 
number of names on the prize-list, that did 
not in any way mean that the prizewinners 
were the only people who had worked well.. 


Mr. Sissons then named the following seven 
persons who had qualified for advancement 
(by examination) for the Fellowship of the 
Society and congratulated them.

SUPPLIES OF PARATHION 


Mr. Murphy, in the Legislative Assembly on March 9, 
asked the Minister for Health if his attention had been 
drawn to reports of the death of two young children from 
the inadvertent consumption of the poison thion, 
and if so, whether the Minister would have matter 
examined with a view to circumscribing the conditions 
under which the poison is made available to the public. 

In a reply on March 16, the Minister, Mr. Sheahan, said 
he had obtained a report from departmental officers. 
This indicated that . Murphy’s statement that the 
poison was freely available in smaller quantities in the 
di-ethyl and di-methyl forms was not correct. The di- 
ethyl form was parathion itself, and the regulations 
under the Poisons Act had been amended in 1959 to 
ensure that there would be a stricter control than pre- 
viously over the sale of the poison. 

Parathion could not now be sold in powder form, and 
only in a 50% strength liquid or emulsion form in quan- 
tities of not less than one imperial ms This was 
costly, and it was considered that the high cost would 
deter home gardeners from buying and using it. 

The di-methyl form to which Mr. Murphy referred 
was also an organic phosphate, but was not as toxic as 
parathion. 

Mr. Sheahan said the only true safeguard was to en- 
sure that all bottles or packages containing poisons were 
clearly labelled to that effect, so that persons who could 
read would be aware of the fact, and that they were 
em in a safe place where children could not reach 
them. 

His department had done al! it could to ensure the 
safety of the public.

This matter was pointed out by a 
country member.—Reply, stating this ointment should 
not be sold over the counter, as it comes within the 
scope of Schedule 8 of “The Poisons Regulations of 
1958.” Mr. Nichol asked the Acting Secretary to advise 
all members to delete Gall and Opium Ointment from 
their “Over the Counter” list. 

To the Registrar, Pharmacy Board, re premises dis- 
playing chemist’s sign where there is no pharmacy. 
Requesting that this matter be brought before the notice 
of the Board—Mr. Nichol stated that this matter was 
brought before the Board and it was viewed with con- 
cern. All members felt that the sign should be removed 
and the person who had vacated the pharmacy informed. 
An inspection had been made by an Inspector of the 
Board. 

To Mr. R. G. Ross, Federal Merchandising Manager, (1) 
inquiring if it is correct that if Kodachrome and Agfa 
colour films became out of date neither firm will give 
a refund on processing charge. Is it possible for Mr. 
Ross to approach the companies concerned, so that the 
pharmacists concerned can secure a refund on the pro- 
cessing charge? Mr. Nichol reported that he had re- 
ceived a phone call from Mr. Clelland, Manager for 
Kodak, on this matter. Mr. Clelland said he had received 
a letter from Mr. Ross and he pointed out that it was 
not Kodak’s policy to give a refund on processing charge 
for out of date films. In his opinion, there was no n 
to have out of date stock on the shelf. After discussion, 
Mr. Lenehan moved that the matter be pursued further 
with Mr. Ross. Seconded by Mr. Martin. Carried. 


FR. Nichol stated no reply had been received from 
gfa.

Association, requesting the Guild to forward copies of 
advertising material, which we have done. Also asking 
for details of the Ethical Stock Disposal Scheme. Mr. 
Nichol suggested that George Patterson-Noble Bartlett 
be contact-J, asking them to send Mr. Morris two copies 
of all advertising material for future promotions and, if 
available, two copies of ali past promotions. 

Mr. Darrouzet stated, with regard to the Ethical Stock 
Disposal Scheme, that a copy of the original circular 
could be sent to Mr. Morris, together with a list of the 
items for disposal which had been received to date. 


Merchandising and Publicity Report.—Mr. Delahunty 
stated some scripts for TV had been prepared. He sug- 
=—= that this advertising should be considered on a 

ederal basis, with a view to all States possibly being 
able to co-operate and use these commercials. He 
thought this should be taken up with Mr. Ross. Mr. 
Lenehan moved that this be done. Seconded by Mr. 
Delahunty. Carried. 

It was also reported by Mr. Delahunty that he had 
contacted Mr. Bowly concerning wrapping paper to tie 
up with the advertising 

He then reported on the next promotion, which will 
be First-Aid. Mr. Martin asked whether there would 
be a poster put out for First-Aid, and Mr. Delahunty 
replied that a “pull” would be ready next week. He 
also said that there had been good co-operation from 
chemists, but there was room for even further 
improvement. 

Mr. Martin asked whether we had heard from 
country members concerning the advertising programme. 
Mr. Delahunty suggested that members be asked about 
this. Mr. Nichol thought it would be best to send out a 
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uestionnaire, but he suggested we contact the agents 

t and ask for their views. He said he had it in mind 
to send a personal letter to members within the next 
month or two, as it would be impossible to visit every 
chemist in Queensland. 

Mr. Darrouzet stated that some chemists in western 
Queensland co-operate, as he had seen for himself 
recently. He was of the opinion that there was no 
advantage in advertising in the newspapers in the 
country areas, but “Country Life” was widely read and 
it would be better to have advertisements inserted in 
this paper. He thought radio advertising in country 
areas was also wasted. 

In reply, Mr. Nichol reported that this subject had 
been discussed with the agents and they had recom- 
mended that the advertisements be printed in the 
“Courier-Mail” and “Sunday Mail.” However, he would 
contact them again on this matter. 

Federal Delegate’s Report.—Mr. Martin reported that 
he attended a Federal Executive meeting in Sydney 
on April 11 and 12. 

It was also reported by Mr. Martin that he had re- 
ceived a letter from the Department of Health regarding 
bulk pack and standard pack rates. Mr. Nichol said he 
supported Mr. Martin’s view that claims should be 
based on velocity of turnover. 

The President stated he spoke to Mr. Evans by tele- 
phone and informed him that he felt this matter could 
only be treated on a Federal basis. There is no State 
reply to this. Mr. Evans had told him there would be 
a letter coming from Mr. Scott shortly. Mr. Martin sug- 
gested we should wait until we heard from Federal 
Office. Mr. Nichol asked for general approval of this 
suggestion, which the Committee gave. 

Pharmacy Board.—The President reported on matters 
engaging the attention of the Board during the month.

PHARMACY BOARD 


The Pharmacy Board of South Australia met at 27 
Grenfell Street, Adelaide on April 20, at 7.45 p.m. 

Present.—Mr. D. C. Hill (President) in the Chair, 
Messrs. G. L. Burns, L. A. Craig, E. F. Lipsham, R. C. 
McCarthy, B. F. Mildren, K. S. Porter and the Registrar. 

Correspondence.—Formal correspondence received and 
acknowledged: 

From a pharmaceutical chemist, advising that he has 
an assistant who wishes to serve an apprenticeship and 
undertake the Diploma course, and asking if it is pos- 
sible for this to be undertaken outside of Adelaide, and 
advising procedure. 

From the Deputy Commonwealth Statistician, seeking 
particulars of registrations of pharmacists in 1960. In- 
formation forwarded. 

From a resident of Tasmania, asking if there is a 
pharmacist in South Australia interested in starting a 
business in a Hobart suburb. Informed that the Board 
does not deal with such matters, and suggesting adver- 
tisement in “The Australasian Journal of Pharmacy.” 

From the Department of Immigration, acknowledging 
receipt of information relating to migrant pharmacists. 

To Messrs. R. M. Dyer and J. Justin, advising that 
requests for copies of the Poisons Regulations and the 
Pharmacy Act forwarded to the Government Printer 
for attention. 
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To LC.LA.N.Z. Ltd., thanking the company for co- 
operation in withdrawing advertising slides. 

Melbourne Meeting of P Board Representa- 
tives——Letter from the Pharmacy Board of Victoria, 
acknowledging receipt of letter and questionnaire re- 
garding control of practical experience. 

Brief report of proceedings at meeting of Pharmacy 
Board representatives. The Registrar stated that he 
would circulate copies of the typewritten report with 
the minutes of the present meeting. 

The President, who had attended the meeting as repre- 
sentative of this Board, then submitted a verbal report 
on discussions at the combined meeting and tabled the 
portfolio of completed questionnaires on practical experi- 


ence. For consideration of the questionnaires by the 
Sub-Committee, the portfolio was taken by Mr. 
McCarthy. 


The President stated that, for present review by the 
Board, Mr. Lipsham had prepared a concise consolida- 
tion of the information in the questionnaires. The sum- 
mary was then considered and received for attachment 
to the minutes. i 

Members of the Board thanked the President for 
attending the combined meeting and for the report sub- 
mitted by him on the matter discussed thereat, viz.:— 

A. Practical Experience (training), 

B. Suggested Reciprocity with South Africa, and 

C. Uniform Poisons Schedules. 

Correspondence (contd.)—To a registered pharmacist, 
advising complaints submitted by him duly placed before 
the March meeting of the Board, and conveying resolu- 
tion passed. The Registrar stated that he had inter- 
viewed the Manager of Warren’s Pharmacy at John Mar- 
tin & Co. Ltd., and the latter had undertaken to see 
that future advertisements conformed to the Board’s 

uirements. 

.D. and Therapeutic Substances Orders from the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain——-Mr. McCarthy 
submitted a brief report on items contained in the orders 
and referred to the comparison of English and Austra- 
lian conditions relating to new drugs. The report was 
received. 

To F.S.M.A., advising application for use of photo- 
graphic machine for recording prescriptions pursuant to 
regulations duly received and approval granted for mach- 
ine inspected by Registrar, for King William Street 
premises only. ‘ 

From a pharmaceutical chemist, apologising for use 
of the letters “A.U.A., M.P.S.” in an advertisement in the 
local newspaper, and advising that such was not included 
in the application which he made. The explanation was 
received and the Registrar was directed to acknowledge 
receipt. 

From Mr. G. I. Cockburn, of London (qualified in 
South Africa and registered in Great Britain under 
reciprocity), requesting information on registration in 
South Australia. Informed that no reciprocity exists 
with the Union. 

At this stage the President advised further on discus- 
sion at the recent Melbourne combined meeting of repre- 
sentatives of Pharmacy Boards on reciprocity generally 
and in particular relating to South Africa. As a result 
of the President’s statement, and after further considera- 
tion of the possibility of an influx of South African phar- 
macists into other parts of the British Commonwealth, 
it was resolved that a copy of the reprint of regulations, 
now in the hands of the printer, be forwarded to each 
of the bodies with which this Board has a reciprocal 
arrangement, to be accompanied by a covering letter 
drawing attention to the relevant clauses. 

From P.A.A., advising suggested date for next Con- 
ference, viz., August, 1961, and seeking comments. It 
was resolved that the Pharmaceutical Association of 
Australia be advised that the proposed month is accept- 
able to this Board, provided that the dates come within 
the second University vacation for 1961, viz., August 7 
to 26 (tentative only at present). 

From P.A.A., forwarding report prepared by past-pre- 
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sident of Section “O” of A.N.Z.A.A.S., and seeking com- 
ments.
